/Text/ The term “religious extremism" exists in oral and printed propaganda. It 
means the behavior and actions of individuai believers or groups of them which 
violate the norms of life that are generally accepted in our society. For example, 
refusal to perform certain civil duties. 


Of course, when speaking about religious extremism one cannot fail to designate the 
specific believer in whose activity and behavior this is manifested. But when 
evaluating religious extremism to limit oneself only to extremism of individual 
believers means to simplify the issue and not to see the more essential and authentic 
causes of this phenomenon. 


What has conditioned, say, the manifestation of religious extremism in individual 
followers of certain religious cults? There is a simple answer here: in our country 
religion is undergoing a profound crisis and its defenders see no solution to this. 


The religious feelings of the majority of believers are so superficial that there 
is more justification to consider them not believers, but people who are under the 
influence of religion to one degree or another. Without becoming bogged down in 
data from sociological research, let us give only the general impression that has 
taken form over many years from direct communication in personal meetings and 
conversations with believers. The "religiosity" of the majority of them consists 
only in that, in response to the question of whether there is a god or not, the 
person will unconfidently answer: "There is something... !" 


And if in the collectives it is not every day that one hears a public announcement 

of a former believer who has torn himself away from religion, this certainly does 

not mean that our work for aetheist education is ineffective. The younger generation 
is growing up free of religion and this is an important prerequisite for establishing 
nonreligious forms of life activity. 


Another indicator of secularization is the change in the socio-political orientation 
of believers. The absolute majority of believers in our country are honorable 
Soviet people and patriots of their homeland. To confirm this let us cite a letter 








that arrived at the local agencies of authority: "This letter is from Kot, Valeriy 
Petrovich, who lives in the village of Ivashchuki in Chervonoarmeyskiy Rayon in 
Rovno Oblast. I know that you have information to the effect that I refused to 
serve in the Soviet Army. I am requesting that you regard this information as 
invalid since I never told anyone that I do not wish to serve in the Soviet Army. 

I am now studying in the 10th grade of the Kozin secondary school. I have never 
refused primary military training. I assure you that when my turn comes to serve 
in the Soviet Army I shall proudly take the oath and with arms in hand I shall 
defend my native homeland. 21 April 1982. Signature." 


The youth's father also wrote a letter like this. 


These letters do not require comment. They clearly reflect the patriotic position 
of the authors. And it is precisely this position of the believers that causes alarm 
among conservative church activists. 


Now one can see ever more clearly an indifferent attitude on the part of believers 
toward religious meetings. Externally it seems that everything is in order--they 
stand up when they are supposed to, and pray, and sing with the choir. But this is 
only a tribute to form. And in fact what does the modern believer have to pray 
about? About his "daily bread"? Or, perhaps, he will ask God for work? 


All this--the patriotic position of the majority of believers, the erosion of 
religiosity (and, consequently, the disintegration of religious belief! )--seriously 
frightens the “saviors of religion." They will do anything they can to enliven 
religiosity, to awaken the “evangelic brotherhood" . . . one of the means of this 
"enlivenment" is religious extremism. 


In addition to these, as it were, external factors, religious extremism is also 
conditioned by internal factors. As Comrade L. I. Brezhnev noted at the 26th CPSU 
Congress, it is a fact that the ideological struggle is becoming keener. The West 
is unleashing a whole system of means calculated for undermining the socialist 
world. In order to achieve these goals imperialist propaganda willingly arms itself 
with clerical anticommunism and relies on the religious prejudices among some of the 
Soviet people. However they can--through means of mass information, especially the 
radio, through family relations and private correspondence, through "random" 
acquaintances with believers--the anticommunists are trying to fan the sparks of 
dissatisfaction in people and assume the role of "defenders of religious rights" 

and "freedoms" of Soviet people, and they are provoking individual believers, 
especially followers of Protestant religions--Jehovah's Witnesses, Pentacostals, 
Baptist schizmatics--to anti-Soviet acts under the aegis of religious convictions. 


Those religions whose activists take illegal actions and enter into conflict with 
society attract special attention from anticommunists. This pertains primarily to 
followers of the so-called Council of Churches, YeKhB Baptist schizmatics). True, 
the more "intransigent" activists of this religion had to be tried and certain of 
them (G. Vins) was even exiled from the country for anti-Soviet activity. A large 
amount of work has been done with the rank-and-file believers of this religion, 
particularly in legal education and clarification of Soviet legislation regarding 
religious cults. 











But the anticommunists are not stopping their attacks. They are trying to use the 
unregistered communities of Pentacostals and their activists for their own covert 
purposes. It is known that this religion has several fanatical rites which physically 
mutilate the believers. The demand of agencies of authorities for communities of 
Pentacostals to register themselves and refrain from fanatical "s;zaking in tongues" 
has also impelled certain Pentacostal leaders to the path of "protest." Therefore 
anticommunists rely precisely on Pentacostals. 


Incidentally, this was clearly manifested recently during and after the international 
conference of religious activists in Moscow (May, 1982). A well-known American 
Baptist preacher, Billy Graham, a participant in this conference, had a chance to 
become familiar with religious life in our country and evaluated highly the freedom 
of conscience in the USSR. He expressed satisfaction that the citizens have every 
right to freely establish their religious cult. The anticommunists were malicious 
about Billy Graham's statements regarding this. Having accused the preacher of 
"selling out to Moscow," the slanderers from various propaganda centers of the West 
raised a ruckus about the fact that Billy Graham was not interested in the fate of 
certain believers, particularly Pentacostals ... 


The “preparation” for religious extremism begins with searching for religious 
activists who are oriented toward opposition. And, unfortunately, one still finds 
them. But the provOcateers from abroad, having picked a “member of the opposition" 
frequently make fools of themselves. Thus in the spring of 1978 certain radio 
stations of the West suddenly began to speak about an "outstanding religious 
activist" in the Ukraine, Nikolay Kunits .. . this "activist" was found by the 
dissident Arkadiy Polishchuk. Intending to emmigrate to Israel, he traveled around 
searching for "dissatisfied" citizens and in the city of Dubno came across Kunits. 
They had a personal conversation about the position of believers and their 
"persecution" (Kunits actually claimed to be a victim of oppression). Polishchuk 
left his new acquaintance for further "uncompromising" activity, and he himself went 
abroad. True, in addition to the "promised land" he, like the majority of such 
instigators, found himself in the United States, in the State of California, and 
immediately upon arrival, hastened to boast about his new discovery--Nikolay Kunits. 


And he in fact was about to begin to instigate some of the believers in Rovno Oblast 
to leave the USSR--for religous motives. But they soon became disenchanted with 
their inspirational leader. The persor was uneducated (he did not want to study!), 
he was a loafer (in his fifty-first year of life he had hardly accumulated seven 
years of work!), he was without firm religious or any other kinds of convictions 
(it turns out that he was later excluded from the Jehovah's Witnesses, Pentacostals 
and evangelical Christian Baptists), and moreover he was also a criminal (he spent 
five years in prison for viciously beating up his own mother). This is an 
exhaustive description of this "persecuted religious activist." Having learned of 
the actions of this sanctimonious individual, the believers, of course, turned away 
from him. 


Religious extremism can and must be stopped. Provocateurs acting with hostile 
purposes will be held responsible with ali the severity of the law. And those who 
have fallen into it by accident must be helped to understand the mistakenness of 
their actions. This can be done only with a clear, penetrating word, a friendly 
attitude and attention.

SINISTER IMPLICATIONS SEEN IN SOUTH KOREAN-ASEAN ECONOMIC TIES

[Text] Manila--The South Korean dictator Chon Tu-hwan, a former general and 
parachutist, stated when addressing journalists recently that the time has 
come for his regime to start making "jumps beyond our borders-" In fact the 
series of "jumps" started immediately after the "Seoul terrorist"--as the 
French newspaper L'HUMANITE has called him--took his place as dictator. 


First of all he "landed" successfully on the White House lawn, where a most 
cordial reception was arranged for the dear guest and he was guaranteed full 
support. But other jumps--to the ASEAN countries and a number of African 
countries--proved less effective and did not obtain the desired results for 

the ex-parachutist. This did not stop Chon Tu-hwan and his Washington patrons 
from coming to the conclusion that serious contradictions exist between the 
military potential of the regime, which maintains an army of 600,000 reinforceJ 
by a 40,000-strong American corps, and its "weight" in international affairs 
and in particular Asian affairs. 


And now that the South Korean president has proclaimed from his resident the 
coming of the "great Pacific era of peace and prosperity," it has become 

clear that Seoul has been instructed to act as the instigators in knocking 
together a new superbloc, which has been christened the "Facific community," 

in which the key military and economic positions would belong to the 

United States and Japan, with the role of "junior partners" being allotted 

to the ASEAN countries. As the first step along the path to the implementation 
of this idea, Chon Tu-hwan has proposed the convening of a summit conference of 
ll Pacific states--the United States, Canada, Japan, Australia, New Zealand, 
South Korea and the five ASEAN countries. 


But if participation in knocking together the new "community" in accordance 
with Washington's Asian schemes is a long-term task for Seoul, the establishment 
of good relations with the ASEAN countries must be a matter for today, a priority 








in its present foreign policy. The Seoul regime itself, for which the 

United States is the main military prop and Japan the source of credit, regards 
the states of the "five" as a storehouse of important natural resources and 

an advantageous market for sales of output through its own monopolies. 


It is from ASEAN that South Korea satisfies some 90 percent of its requirements 
for tin, timber and rubber. It receives oil, coffee, sugar and agricultural 
products from those countries. In the last 10 years the volume of South Korean 
imports from the association’s states has risen from $166 million to $1.5 
billion. Seoul is currently seeking to expand deliveries of Indonesian oil 

and trying to obtain access to that country's natural gas. 


Singapore was chosen as a bridgehead for an offensive on the "five" states. 
About 40 South Korean corporations and banks are established there. Their 
investments in the ASEAN economy are increasing rapidly and yield huge 
profits. Moreover, in order to penetrate the Philippines, South Korean mono- 
polies participate actively in the construction of projects financed by the 
Asian Development Bank whose headquarters is located in Manila. 


it must be noted that Seoul dealers, whether in the Philippines, Indonesia 

or Malaysia, often display as much resourcefulness and knowledge of the market 
as their Japanese competitors. Some local observers believe that under 
pressure from them in the next few years monopolies from the land of the 
rising sun will have to move over and give ground to some extent in the 
association's countries. Indeed, the volume of South Korea's exports to the 
"five" states has increased by an average of 50 percent a year over the last 
decade. 


Simultaneously with its economic expansion Seoul is seeking to establish 
military contacts and become an arms supplier to the ASEAN countries; it is 
thereby making its “contribution” to the implementation of the Pentagon's 

plans for militarizing the "five's"’ economy and turning them into a military 
grouping. And it is no accident that during the talks in San Francisco in 

April last year between Pentagon chief C,. Weinberger and South Korean Defense 
Minister (Chu Yun-bok), an agreement was reached not only on making sophisticated 
combat hardware available to the dictatorial regime, but also on turning it 

into an exporter of weapons manufactured under American licenses--weapons 
intended first and foremost for the association's countries. 


"South Korea is becoming the arsenal for Southeast Asian states," the Japanese 


newspaper AKAHATA noted in this connection. 


Seoul is already a major arms supplier for the Indonesian Navy, which is 
equipped with South Korean launches and ianding craft. Lt Gen (Choy Ki-duk), 
deputy chief of staff of the South Korean Navy, visited Jakarta this summer 
to discuss questions of new deliveries of combat hardware. According to 
Japanese press reports during (Choy Ki-duk"s) visit to Malaysia and Singapore 
last year there was talk of establishing military cooperation. 








In essence the “bonds of friendship" which the puppit regime is so concerned 
about are intended primarily to promote the implementation of Washington's 
strategic designs in Southeast Asia and the Pacific. Seoul, to which the 
United States assigns the role of advance post in the system of "forward 
borders" in the Far East, would like, as the Far Eastern ECONOMIC REVIEW 
wrote, to push through the idea of linking the "security" of Northeast and 
Southeast Asia. In other words, to draw ASEAN into the Washington-Tokyo- 
Seoul "triangle." 


Let us recall that back in 1966 the Seoul regime, carrying out Washington's 
instructions, made efforts to make the Asian and Pacific council (ASPAC) 
operate on the principles of the NATO military organization. At that time 
Malaysia and other countries came out resolutely against this venture. 

And now neither the proposal to create a "Pacific community” nor the idea 

of involving the association in the forward borders system has met with 

support among its members, who see these attempts as indicative of Washington's 
desire to use the "five" for the achievement of its own strategic goals. 


Seoul, as people in (Choy Ki-duk's) entourage assert, intends to play the 
part of “honest broker” attempting, they say, to combine U.S. and Japanese 
interests with those of ASEAN, That is, in words. In practice, the Seoul 
"brokers" have been and remain Washington's lackeys, obediently executing 
the will of their masters across the ocean.

AFGHAN SINGER POPULAR IN TAJIKISTAN

[Text] Here in Tajikistan the Afghan singer and composer 
Ahmad Zohir is very popular. Could you tell us something 
about him in your journal? (signed) S. Dadabayev, Dushanbe. 


The creativity of Ahmad Zohir is a brilliant phenomenon in the musical and cultural 
life of Afghanistan. He did not sing for too long--only 10 years--but during that 
time he became a favorite among the people. At the "Best Song of the Year" competition 
in Kabul in 1972 he won first prize. The melodies are beautiful and every word 

can be understood--words of hope and love, of happiness and grief, of meetings and 
farewells... His musical talent combines traditional tunes with the modern rhythms 
and melodies that the young people like. He said that he wanted to bring together 

the songs of the East and West, and boldly he was one of the first to sing popular 
eastern melodies with a pop group. The public greeted his improvization with 

delight. 


He liked to travel and throughout his brief concert activity he won over many 
different kinds of audience. This singer not only traveled in the countries of 
the East but also appeared in the best concert halls of the United States, England, 
France and Latin America. And he always found a way to his listeners’ hearts. At 
every one of his concerts there was always a moment when they began to sing along 
with him. 


Ahmad Zohir repeatedly said that the people of the world want peace, love, happiness 
for their children and happy labor most of all, regardless of the country they live 
in and the religion they profess. 


A well-known journalist once asked Ahmad Zohir: “How is it that you have such feeling 
for the simple people and their woes and hopes, since you yourself have never known 
grief or need?" He replied: "My heart knows how people live and it suffers along 


with them. Although I sing mostly about happiness I do sometimes sing about the 
sufferings of the people. Any injustice or oppression revolts me and I know what 
to sing about and for whom." There was a time when the authorities banned Zohir's 
songs and removed cassettes with his songs from the stores. But people did not 
forget him. 





~ Ahmad Zohir passionately greeted the April revolution in his country. At that time 
he sang one of his own remarkable songs to the words of Abdul'kasim Lakhuti 
(Abdul *kasim Lakhuti, 1887-1957. a poet and revolutionary, one of the founders 
of Tajik Soviet literature. Since the first days of the April revolution this song 
has become one of the favorites among Afghan revolutionaries. Here the verses of 
Lakhuti are given in translation by the author of this article): 


Life is filled with grief, slavery is not necessary. 
If there is slavery, life is not necessary. 

If enemies crowd abour, do not grieve; 

Have courage, there is no need for shame. 

Life is freedom and a man's honor. 

Fight for freedom! Slavery is not necessary. 


After the victory of the April Revolution a new page was opened in the creativity 

of Ahmad Zohir. He combined music with revolutionary songs, inspiring people to 

the struggle for a new life. When the traitor to the people Amin took reprisals 
against the best sons of Afghanistan--the revolutionaries--Ahmad Zohir was among 
those taken. The last months of nis life were sad. While in prison he learned 

of his mother's death. But what could he do? He wrote a song in which can be heard 
the grief of all loving sons, bidding a farewell to those who gave them life. He 
suffered from the thought that he would not be able to do in his life everything 
that he could do and wanted to do. 


They killed Zohir in June 1979. He was 33. His daughter was born the day he died. 
And he never knew about it; but in the last days of his life he repeated the name 
he had chosen for her--Shabnam--the dew. 


The songs of Ahmad Zohir sounded again with new force when the people of Afghanistan 
triumphed in the April revolution and began to build a new life. Today his songs 
are helping the Afghans in this--songs that are truly folk songs, brilliant, graphic, 
sad and happy, filled with optimism and with grief for people's misfortune. As 

in any really great art, Ahmad Zohir's creativity has also found its admirers in 
other countries. His songs are close to the audiences in Tajikistan. Many of them 
have been combined with the words of well-known Tajik poets--Abdul'kasim Lakhuti, 
Mirzo Tursunzade, Loika Sherali and others. 


Ahmad Zohir had a great respect for our motherland. He was happy that his songs 
are known and loved in the republics of Central Asia. And he was making preparations 
for a trip to the USSR.... 


Ahmad Zohir said: "Competition is needed in art, but it should not be envious. 
It should not interfere with the development of a talent but on the contrary, it 
should help it in its formation and all-around development." And all his life he 
was true to this principle. 


The people of Afghanistan are building a new life. And the songs of Ahmad Zohir 
are helping them to do it.

REVIEWER DECRIES WESTERN ‘LIES AND SLANDER’ ABOUT SOVIET UNION

[Text] With the goal of establishing its spiritual supremacy in the developing 
countries, imperialism intensively uses means of mass information and propagan- 
da. Its main purpose is to spread bourgeois ideology, propagandize the bour- 
geois way of life, and simultaneously discredit the ideas of scientific social- 
ism and distort the truths of the Soviet Union and other countries of 
socialistic cooperation. 


The authors examine these problems on the basis of extensive factual material, 
which enables them to draw a convincing picture of the influence of the means 
of mass information on the population of their countries. The torrent of in- 
formation flowing from developed capitalist states to countries in Asia, Africa 
and Latin America is enormous. To achieve the goal of spiritual colonialism, 
the imperialists do not spare any means and go all out, Thus, even according 
to the data of bourgeois sociologists, as reported in one of the well-known 
bourgeois newspapers--NEW YORK TIMES--for the 30 post-war years 87 percent of 
what was printed about the USSR contained lies and slander, and 13 percent 
contained a distortion of the real facts. To this we add, that the newspaper 
did not distinguish itself by striving for the truth even in the first years 
after the victory of the Great October Socialist Revolution. The newspaper 
reported the fall of the Soviet government more than 90 times. In the book an 
extensive list of the means and methods employed by bourgeois propagandists 
for "processing" information is introduced. 


Moreover, the influence of Western information on the developing nations is 
decreasing. The latter have realized the need to create their own national 
information system, reflecting the requirements of the state. The authors 
point out that the Soviet Union and other socialist countries render them a 
great deal of help in this. However, this aspect of the situation, in our 
view, could have been illustrated to a greater degree.

WFTU BUREAU SESSION MEETS IN PRAGUE 
Debate on World Situation

|\Text] Prague, 29 Sep--The 28th WFTU Bureau session opened in the Czechoslovak 
capital today. 


The session was opened by WFTU Chairman Sandor Gaspar. The agenda was 
unanimously approved: the tasks of the international trade union movement in 
the light of the 10th World Congress of Trade Unions Congress, and the approval 
of the WFTU's draft work plan and budget for 1983. i 


Changes to the composition of the WFTU Bureau and General Council were also 
approved. The session unanimously elected AUCCTU Chairman S.A. Shalayev a 
member of the WFTU Bureau and General Council. 


the session participants were warmly greeted by Karel Hoffmann, chairman of 
the Central Council of the Czechoslovak Revolutionary Trade Union movemert. 


WFTU General Secretary Ibrahim Zakaria delivered a report on the tasks of the 
international trade union movement in the light of the 10th World Congress of 
Trade Unions. He emphasized that the Havana congress provided convincing 
proof of the favorable potential that exists for mobilizing all forces of the 
international trade union movement to effectively resolve the crucial tasks 
of the 80's. In the general opinion of the member and friendly organizations, 
it marked a new stage in strengthening unity of trade union action. 


the speaker pointed out that the wWFTU and all trade unions are faced with 
complex new problems in the current decade. There is, above all, the increased 
threat to peace and the peoples’ national independence, the consequences of 

the deepening crisis of capitalism, growing unemployment, worsening working 

and living conditions and the infringement of trade union and democratic 

rights and freedoms.

The WFIU general secretary dwelt in detail on the tasks of further strengthening 
international trade union cooperation. He emphasized the need to strengthen 
international solidarity in championing trade union and democratic rights. 

The coordination of the struggle against the multinational corporations and 
close interaction and cooperation between the WFTU and international trade 

union associations demand particularly close attention. 


The report devoted much space to problems of WFTU cooperation with friendly 

and nonmemt:r organizations, particularly on questions of strengthening peace 
and disarmament and establishing a new international economic order. The recent 
demonstrations for peace in which millions of working people participated and 
the mighty demonstrations against the threat of a new thermonuclear war which 
were held in many countries 1 September--the day of trade union action for 
peace--following an appeal by the Havana congress, attested to a new upsurge 

of the antiwar movement. This movement is being linked increasingly closely 
with the working people's struggle for their everyday socioeconomic needs. 


Then I. Zakaria dwelt on the main directions of WFTU activity in the near 
future. He emphasized that the federation's work plan submitted for the 
session's consideration can be successfully implemented only with the very 
broad participation of national trade union centers and international trade 
union associations. The speaker noted the contribution of the socialist 
countries’ trade unions to strengthening the unity of the international trade 
union movement. 


Then a debate got under way at the session. Speaking from the session rostrum, 
AUCCTU Chairman S.A. Shalayev pointed out that Soviet trade unions at their 
1/th congress evaluated highly the results of the 10th World Congress of 

Trade Unions. The program documents adopted in Havana provide a clear orienta- 
tion for the activities of trade union organizations in the 80's. The congress 
also showed the strengthening of the WFTU's positions in the international 
trade union movement. 


S.A. Shalayev then dwelt on specific questions connected with the WFTU's 
activity since the Havana congress. Under present conditions, he emphasized, 
the struggle for peace is becoming a particularly topical and urgent task. 
We are seriously concerned at the further exacerbation of the international 
situation, the escalation of the arms race and the aggressive, adventurist 
policy of the U.S. administration, he said. 


these past days, the speaker pointed out, we have learned of new crimes by 
the Israeli aggressors. With the direct connivance of the United States the 
Israeli interventionists are committing unprecedented atrocities, trampling 
Lebanon's sovereignty and brazenly flouting the generally accepted norms of 
international law. We share the universal indignation and anger of people 
throughout the world and voice solidarity with the struggle of the Palestinian 
people, who are courageously upholding their right to a free and independent 
existence. 


S.A. Shalayev went on to express the Soviet delegation's viewpoint in connec- 
tion with the WFTU's activity in the socioeconomic sphere. The elaboration 
of problems directly connected with defending the working people's interests 








and implementing measures on questions of unemployment, inflation and the 
activities of the multinational corporations makes it possible to attract 
nonmember organizations from many countries. It is necessary to step up 
efforts in this direction. The struggle agcinst unemployment is of great 
Significance here, particularly for those countries where it has assumed 
catastrophic proportions, as well as the struggle against the pernicious 
consequences of the activities of the multinational corporations.

The WFTU's new charter adopted by the 10th Congress of World Trade Unions has

We value highly the successes in the federation's activity, the speaker 
emphasized. and its growing prestige in the world. We are convinced that the 
WFTU and all its member organizations will successfully implement the decisions 
of the 10th World Congress of Trade Unions.

[Excerpts] Prague, 30 Sep--At yesterday's evening sitting the participants 


in the WFTU Bureau session continued to discuss the international trade union 
movement's tasks in the light of the 10th World Congress of Trade Unions. 


The trade union center representatives paid special attention to questions 
of peace, disarmament and the need to step up the struggle against unemploy- 
ment and inflation and in defense of trade union rights and freedoms. 


Speaking during the debate, S.A. Shalayev, AUCCTU chairman and head of the 
Soviet trade union delegation, stressed that in its policy document "The 
Trade Unions and Their Tasks for the Eighties,"' the 10th World Congress of 
Trade Unions paid special attention to the struggle against the danger of a 
nuclear holocaust and for the consolidation of peace on our planet. The 
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struggle to end the arms race, for disarmament and to prevent war has moved 
to the center of all international politics and to the center of all inter- 
national public activity.

ACTIVITIES OF JEHOVAH'S WITNESSES IN NATION SCORED 
Moscow NAUKA I RELIGIYA in Russian No 8, Aug 82 pp 40 - 42

Search for Followers" ] 


[Text] The leading center of the Jehovah's Witnesses, which is located in an area 

of New York -- Brooklyn, is extremely alarmed by the influence of Soviet activity 

on the followers of this religious current. The magazine AWAKE! (No 11, 1973) writes: 
"The people in the Soviet Union are abandoning religion. Younger generations are 
acquiring ideas which separate them from religion .... In the consciousness of a 
majority of them, religion is being supplanted by atheism, materialism, science, 

+. Sports, culture, ...." 


That is why the Brooklyn ideologues attach such large importance to missionary 
activity. It is said in the magazine WATCHTOWER (No 5, 1973): "All Jehovah's 
Witnesses are preachers". Every believer must “serve as a representative and 
speaker for God on earth". 


The overseas center impresses on believers that only preaching activity "makes a 
man happy". Jehovah's Witnesses must "rejoice in the privilege of devoting their 
time, energy and money to missionary work" (WATCHTOWER, No 11, 1975). "Those, 

who do not preach the good news about the kingdom, will not get to the kingdom of 
God" (Ibid., No 8, 1971). According to the dogma of the Jehovah's Witnesses, God 
forgives his followers and missionaries the most heinous crimes. 


In the capitalist countries, the ranks of the organization are mainly filled by 
"house-to-house" preaching activity. An area, which he systematically covers and 
in which he publicizes his dogma in short sermons, is assigned to each believer. 


In the words of the leaders of a kray committee of Jehovah's Witnesses in the USSR, 
in our country "the main method of missionary work is casual witnessing and 
preaching on any convenient occasion... in an enterprise, in the field, on the way 
to work etc.". Orthodox church holidays when people traditionally visit each other, 
a trip to other regions of the country for seasonal work, work in the service area 
where people come into contact with each other, weddings, funerals... are also used 
for this purpose. 
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Thus, in the station of Nezlobnaya and the city of Georgiyevsk, Stavropol Kray, 
Jehovah's Witnesses went on Easter to the cemetery and tried to instill their 
religious convictions in those who were visiting the graves of their near ones. 


With the advance of spring, some Jehovah's Witnesses organize construction brigades 
and travel to rayon and kray kolkhozes and sovkhozes where, working in accordance 
with labor agreements, they conduct missionary activity among the population. 


There have been cases in the Transcarpathian Oblast where some Jehovah's Witnesses 
staffed the brigades, which travel during the summer to the eastern areas of the 
country in search of a living, and included inthemthose whom they planned to attract 
to the organization. The brigade members, who were materially dependent on the 
brigade leader, were subjected to religious cultivation for a period of several 
months. They were forbidden to visit clubs, the movies, and libraries and to 
associate with other people. Anyone who objected to this was excluded from the 
brigade and he was deprived of a living. This led to the fact that some finally 
accepted baptism. This is the way that M. Yu. Kus, an inhabitant of the village 
of Tarasovki in Tyachevskiy Rayon, was attracted to the Jehovah's Witness 
organization. Later, Mikhail Yur'yevich became convinced of the falsity of the 
"divine truths" and broke with religion. 


The missionaries try to interest those,on whom the selection has fallen, in 

reading religious literature. They use the urgent problems which are facing mankind, 
specifically pointing out that only religion is capable of helping people eliminate 
the threat of a new world war. 


In 1975, the Brooklyn pastors prescribed another type of missionary activity for 
their flock -- the dissemination of printed sermons eaiitled "News of the Kingdom", 
One of the ways is to drop the text in mailboxes. 


The appearances of the most experienced missionaries before non-believers and 
followers of other faiths has become a practice. If the first attempt is crowned 
with success, a new task is assigned: to achieve a second meeting, to win over the 
interested person to regular classes, and to prepare him to welcome the dogma. The 
book "Slovo tvoye-- svetil'nik noge moey" [Your Word--A Lamp for My Feet] admonishes: 
"Think about the fact that you are trying to search for people who display the 
qualities of a shefherd and to help them get into the fold." 


Understanding that time can extinguish the interest which was evoked by the first 
conversation, they advise the missionary not to postpone the second visit for a 

long time. In this event, it is recommended: "Do not pursue a long speech but give 
the owner of the apartment an opportunity to express his opinion also.... At first, 
the people, whom you are visiting, listen to you with perhaps some indifference, 

but as soon as they begin to ask questions it would be wise to see in them the key 

to their interest in continuing the discussion. If you know the biblical responses 
to the questions which are being asked, do not delay in moving from the subject which 
you have prepared-- answer them.... More patience is required." 


It is recommended that one prepare extremely carefully for the discussions: "Always 
think over before handwhat you wish to say to people whom you meet." 
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Similar advice is given for conversations with fellow travellers on a train, guests, 
neighbors, classmates, etc. 


Home study of the Bible is especially encouraged: “Home Bible studies are a very 
important method for transmitting an accurate knowledge of the truth to people." 

It is recommended that a prayer be used when studying the Bible: "It would be 
appropriate each week to begin the study with a prayer in which you ask Jehovah for 
His blessing and to end with a prayer in which you thank Him for everything precious 
which you have learned during this study’ Bible studies continue even after the 
convert himself begins to preach and even after he is baptized. 


Enormous importance is attached to the rite of baptism by water. Before he receives 
it, the convert must master the dogma of the Jehovah's Witnesses, “change his way 

of life... and conform his mind to the thoughts of God", and understand the import- 
ance of the ritual. The baptism of the Jehovah's Witnesses is not a remission of 
sins, as in the orthodox religion, and is not a sacrament. It is a public affirma- 
tion that one has accepted the faith-- an affirmation which symbolizes "self- 
sacrifice.... And the decision of an individual to do the will of the god Jehovah 
(but more accurately the will of the organization's leaders) without reservations 

and unconditionally". 


The baptism ritual is usually perf rmed in water (a river, lake, or hollow). Those, 
who are being baptised enter the witer and approach in turn specially designated 
"brothers". Having placed his hands on the head of the convert,the "brother" dips 
him three times into the water, pronouncing the words of baptism during this. The 
age of the proselytes plays no role: from children to the very elderly. 


The leaders of the Jehovah's Witnesses organization require that the believers devote 
their main attention to attracting the members of their families, other relatives, 
neighbors, and acquaintances into the community. The Brooklyn center is trying to 
convert the family into a religious cell where the related ones strengthen each 

other in the faith. 


Because of the growth in the general educational and cultural level of believers, 
the need of the leadership of the Jehovah's Witnesses for well educated cadre has 
grown. That is why individual and the best tested young believers are now being 
permitted to teach in VUZ and secondary special educational establishments. 


The followers of other Christian teachings are an important source of replacements 
for the organization. The Jehovah's Witnesses actively work with the Baptist 
Seventh Day Adventists, Pentacostalists and the members of the Orthodox Church. 

In trying to increase their flock this way, the Brooklyn center accuses the 

"false religions" of having rejected God, dessiminating “demonic teachings" and 

of having given themselves up to wars and the oppression of people. 


The Jehovah's Witnesses, just as the followers of other faiths, orient themselves 
toward people whom misfortune has befallen: The death of loved ones, illness, 
disfigurement, etc. Confusion and a painful mental condition serve as the most 
suitable soil for working with people. It says in the textbook "Shkola tsarstvenn- 
ogo sluzheniya" [The School of Kingly Service]: "Incidentally, the work in a 
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cemetery is the easiest...". The magazine AWAKE! (No 6, 1969) gives preachers 

the following advice: “When acquaintances are suffering from the painful loss of 

a loved one or from disfigurement, it is good to be understanding and sensitive... 
it would be completely normal to shed several tears... to produce Biblical proofs 
that the dead will arise with the help of God's strength. Talk to the children 
about resurrection. Their small hearts and minds will blaze with interest... the 
children of those who have died will be convinced that they will see their relatives 
at the resurrection." 


In breaking with this religion, V. D. Pelyavekaya from Moldavia recalls: "I 

fell into this prison at the age of 23... at this difficult time for me, I met 

N. I. Stepanyuk... she began to convince me that nothing good could be expected 
from the “power of Satan", and that truth and intercession could only be obtained 
from the almighty God Jehovah when,one had become His witness. Stepanyuk tried to 
render me several small services". 


The Jehovah's Witnesses are trying to spread their religion throughout the land. 
The immigration of believers is encouraged for this purpose. It is also recommend- 
ed that believers in our country change their domicile and travel to other oblasts 
on their vacations. It is said in the textbook "Shkola tsarstvennogo sluzheniya": 
"A vacation is a good opportunity to preach in remote oblasts". 


The Brooklyn center has created a far-flung network for the preparation of mission- 
ary personnel.: They prepare preachers during weekly meetings where they study books, 
brochures and the society's magazine WATCHTOWER and where they learn methods for 
publicizing their dogma. They also do this in the schools of preaching service and 
during the joint missionary work of "mature" and beginner Jehovah's Witnesses. 


The preachers do not always reveal their allegiance to the Jehovah's Witnesses’ 
organization during the first stages of their missionary work. They are taught to 
mask their goals. In an article entitled "Carrying Out the Entrusted Announcement’, 
the magazine SLUZHBA TSARSTVA admonished: "It is necessary to conduct the conversa- 
tion skilfully so that the people,who are listening to us, do not guess what we 

want to say to them and do not guard themselves against us. That is why we must be 
acquainted with the subjects which are happening in the world -- so that we will be 
able to talk in detail on any urgent subject, shifting from it to the Bible." 


The Brooklyn ideologues have developed an entire system of intimidation. They 
frighten believers with punishments for failing to attend meetings, for not observ- 
ing the numerous bans and restrictions, and especially for a passive attitude 
toward missionary work. 


Through intimidation, they compel believers to spread their teachings and force 
those, who are attracted to the organization, to be baptized. In becoming a 
follower of this creed, the convert hopes thereby to rid himself of fear, not 


suspecting that now fear will accompany him until he dies or until he breaks with 
the Jehovah's Witnesses. 


Believers are ordered to donate money and all their property, they are inspired to 
limit themselves to what is necessary: food and clothing, and it is recommended 
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that they concern themselves less with their loved ones. In advising that every- 
thing -- "down to the last penny" -- be given up to God, the WATCHTOWEX (No l, 
1961) authors impress on their followers that they should be “filled with the 
determination... to renounce all their selfish property...." 


The publications of the Jehovah's Witnesses continually call upon believers not to 
think about the future aid to devote all their time, strength and life to preaching 
activity. The performance of civil duties is declared to be a secondary matter. 

It is recommended that Jehovah's Witnesses solve all questions in their personal 
life with a consideration for how it will reflect on their missionary activity. 


The WATCHTOWER (No 2, 1970) admonishes youth: "Many Christian men and women, who 
have devoted themselves to God, have decided to remain single fcr some time in 
order to be freer to serve Jehovah. Some have decided to remain single for the 
last days of this old order of things (unti® .cmageddon -- V. K. ). Others have 5 
decided to remain single for a certain time in order to be in pioneer service...." 


For those people who have been married, it is recommended that less time be devoted 
to the family: "A Christian husband understands that his relationship to God must 
occupy the first place in his life... He must not allow his marriage to interfere 
with his serving God... earthly bonds, including the bonds of marriage... to occupy 
too important a place in his life...."" Believers are advised not to have children 
or to have less of them so that the money and time, which is necessary for mission- 
ary activity, will not be wasted on children. 


Marriage is only permitted between coreligionists. They demand that young believers 
not have contacts with people of another faith, especially with non-believers, since 
this may "lead to marriage between them." Because of the fact that approximately 
two-thirds of the Jehovah's Witnesses are women, many of them remain single. 


Only an insignificant part of the Jehovah's Witnesses dare to marry non-believers. 

It happens that such a marriage is concluded with the agreement of the organization's 
leadership. However... Ul'yana Tkachuk, an inhabitant of Bratsk, announced to her 
husband, Nikolay Legoshin, a year after their marriage: "Know,now that my parents 
permitted me to marry you on the condition that i bring a new brother in the faith 

to the organization." 


In trying to attract her husband into the organization, Ul'yana threatened him with 
Armageddon. She did not take care of the house and do the housework and she often 
took the children and went away with them to her parents. All Nikolay's attempts 

to set their relations right were not crowned with success. He was finally forced 
to leave his wife. Taking the two older children, Nikolay moved to Syzran. Several 
years later, he married again. The newspaper VOSTOCHNO-SIBIRSKAYA PRAVDA told 


about this in June 1977. 


A similar story occurred in the family of Vasiliy Teterin,a worker in the gas 
delivery service of Irkutsk Oblast. He told how they up braidedhis wife in the 
organization because she was not displaying a great deal of activity and not 

working on him tecoming a Jehovah's Witness. Because she was powerless to do this 
they suggested to her that she break up the marriage with me and return to her first 
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husband who had expressed the desire to become "a servant of Jehovah". In this 
case,nothing turned out well for the Jehovah's Witnesses: They not only did not 
acquire a “brother”, but they also lost a "sister". 


Andrey Moshnyag, an employee of the "Sel*khoztekhnika™ Association in the city of 
Vosnesensk in Nikolayev Oblast, had to endure a painful life drama. After he got 
married,he was soon attracted to the Jehovah's Witnesses organization. His parents 
and friends helped Andrey to break with them and tried & help his wife. However, 
the young woman left her husband under the influence of her coreligionists. 


The dogma of Armageddon helps the leadership of the Jehovah Witness organization to 
keep believers in a state of comtanttension, The pericd for the last battle 
between Jehovah and Satan has been prophesized many times and is always accompanied 
with threats about the general destruction of those who have not been baptized. 


As soon as the next period of Armageddon (October 1975) was announced in 1967, a 
stream of converts began. Thus, whereas according to the annual missionary accounts 
for 1965-1966 approximately 60,000 people were baptized in all the countries where 
there are Jehovah Witness organizations, their number grew more than twofold in 1968- 
1969,and almost fivefold in 1973. The activity of the Jehovah's Witnesses also grew 
in our country during this period. However, after the failure of this apocalyptic 
prophesy, thousands of Jehovah Witnesses broke away from the organization. The 
Brooklyn pastors conducted 137 congresses in 35 countries from May to October 1976 
in order to prevent this. In all the presentations during them, it was suggested 

to the flock that it was necessary to contin’: active preaching activity. The \ 
missionaries were issued a new textbook entitled "Dobraya novost", chtoby sdelat' 
vas schastlivymi"™ [The Good News To Make You Happy]. A book entitled "Izvlekaya 
nailuchsheye iz tvoyey molodosti" [Extracting the Best From Your Youth] was prepared 
for youth in which it was stated that the best thing for youth was to "place 

service to God in the first place in their lives". Elderly people were promised 
that entrance into the organization would he.» them to avoid illness. 


In May 1977, WATCHTOWER declared that the retreat from religion was explained by the 
devil's influence: "Satan attracts people with their egotistical and materialistic 
yearnings... Only a few are accepting the good news of the kingdom... Satan is 
trying to drag the heralds of the kingdom into his camp". 


The withdrawal of believers was rather significant, and that is why the Brooklyn 
center even ceased to reveal the annual reports after 1975. You see, they testify 
to the fact that every other convert broke away from the organization sometime after 
his baptism. 


Some leave this "true religion convinced that it indeed is no different from all 

the others. Others become sickened with the system of exploiting religious feelings 
and the requirement to spare no "time, effort or sacrifice for the sacred service...". 
Still others do not wish to accept the fact that they are "slaves of Jehovah and 


° ' ° . . ? 
do not live for their own satisfaction . 
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As a result, the overseas leaders were even compelled to change their attitude 
toward those who had broken from their faith. Until quite recently, these 
people were smeared in every way possible, they were considered traitors, and 
believers were forbidden to have contact with them. Now, those, who have left, 
are assured that if they “show humility” and come back, they will not be “humil- 
iated by the friendsof God" and they will be "very happy”. 


Before talking with the Jehovah's Witnesses,a propagandist must study their 

dogma very well. I recall a meeting with Jehovah's Witnesses in Bratsk several 
years ago. I began the analysis of each element in the teachings of the Brooklyn 
theologians with a request to the believers to tell me how they understood that 
proposition. The replies usually repeated that which was contained in last year's 
issues of the society's WATCHTOWER. After this, I acquainted the listeners with 
the long-standing interpretations of that same question -- interpretations which 
often differed fundamentally from the modern ones and which were sometimes 
directly opposed to them. During this, I pointed out that the former and the 
latter interpretations were presented as God's and not as human thought. However, 
according to the Bible and the ideas of believers, God does not change his 
"revelations". 


At first, easily understandable questions were examined using this method -- for 
example, how was Jesus Christ put to death and how do the Jehovah's Witnesses 
regard the cross? They answered me that Christ was not nailed to a cross but to 

a post. During this, the believers pointed out that members of the Orthodox 
Church and Catholics, who wear small crosses on their necks, are worshiping a 
weapon of death, but the followers of the true religion -- the Jehovah's Witnesses 
-- do not do this. In reply, I showed copies of the WATCHTOWER magazine, which 
were published before 1932,with a cross pictured on the cover. I also had brought 
books by the founders of the religion -- Russell and Rutherford-- in which pictures 
of Christ crucified on a cross were located. Those, who were present at these 
first meetings, told their coreligionists about them, and during the next meetings, 
those who wished to defend the Brooklyn truths became fewer and fewer. 


The shortage of trained personnel makes propaganda work among the Jehovah's 
Witnesses difficult. It should be possible to fill their ranks by more actively 
attracting people, who have broken with this faith, to ideological and indoctrina- 
tional work. 


Propagandists should know about the disagreements among the leaders of the 
Jehovah's Witnesses on ways to overcome the crisis and that the struggle for power 
between them has led to a split. At the beginning of the Sixties, the Jehovah's 
Witnesses in the USSR were divided into the adherents of the then leader of the 
Kray Committee of Jehovah's Witnesses, P. Zyatek, and the so-called opposition. 
The leadership of both groups for many years wrote collective and individual 
complaints about each other to the Brooklyn center. Under the pressure of the 
ordinary believers, groups of so-called neutralists, who joined neither side, 

were formed here and there. They broke off ties with the Brooklyn center and 
refused to accept its "heavenly food" which was larded with anti-communist and anti- 
Soviet attacks. The constant enmity between the "brothers in Christ" opened the 
eyes of ma:y ordinary believers and they understood the cost of asserting that 
their leaders “had been appointed by Jehovah himself" to transmit "God's truths" 
to believers. 
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it is possible to say that those peculiarities,which are now typical to some 
degree or other of many other creeds, have been quite clearly demonstrated in 

the ideology and day-to-day practices of the Jehovah's Witnesses. We are talking 
about the crisis of faith; about the continuous and persistent yearning to 

attract new followers to their ranks, especially the young; and about the 

desire of missionaries tec interpret in their favor this or that event or phenomen- 
on in political and public life. All this must be considered in atheistic work.

PARTY CONTROL OFFICIAL ON RECENT VIOLATIONS OF PARTY RULES

[Excerpts] There is no doubt t'’ at strengthening of discipline and increasing 
the responsibility of cadres presupposes improvement of oversight and verifica- 
tion of execution. We shall also approach discussion of the topic stated in the 
title of this article from the standpoint of the interrelation of these two 
processes. Officials of oversight agencies cannot be like judges in a court of 
arbitration. They are not outside, neutral observers, for they participate in 
successes and are answerable fox failures. It does not befit them to complain 
about consequences and not to note the causes. A self-critical approach will 
make it possible to see weak points in oversight proper and its own capabili- 
ties, which are sometimes utilized insufficiently, to strengthen party and 
state discipline. 


The attention of party oversight agencies is constantly focused on key probems 
of party economic and social policy, and this is logical. Execution of party 
and government directives is a most sacred duty for a Communist, and particular- 
ly for a person in a leadership position. Smooth operations of an enterprise, 
branch, and the entire economy as a whole depend on precise, prompt and timely 
achievement of plan-specified targets in each individual area. This obvious 
truth is still frequently forgotten, however. Some places there occurs the 
harmful practice of adjusting plan targets dotnward and deliberate distortion 

of report figures. 


Facts of this nature were revealed in the USSR Ministry of Construction Materials 
Industry system. Many enterprises producing cement, reinforced concrete, and 
bricks were failing to achieve specified plan targets for an extended period of 
time, which had an adverse effect on the performance of other, associated enter- 
prises, organizations and particularly construction jobs. And yet ministry 
officials did not show any particular concern. Just as local officials, thev 
tended to explain away failures with obiective causes and therefore were quite 
willing to revise earlier-set targets. hus the appearance that things were 
going well was artificially created, while things were clearly not going well. 








A thorough party investigation helped reveal the true causes of the situation. 
They were primarily of a subjective character, rooted in poor organization of 
labor and in ignoring progressive labor methods. Ministry officials agreed 
with these well-substantiated conclusions. They began strengthening plan dis- 
cipline with themselves, so to say: they adjusted their work style, increased 
demandi.gness on subordinates, and strengthened weak areas. In short, after 
receiving the results of the investigation, they proceeded to put their own 
house properly in order. 


Of course things are different if one is dealing with gross violations of plan 
discipline, deliberate deception of the state, and deliberate figures over- 
Stating volumes of industrial and agricultural product sales, completed con- 
struction and installation work, and freight hauling figures. The severest 
measures are being taken against the deceivers, including expulsion from the 
party and removal from their posts. For violation of the established procedure 
of official acceptance of housing and civil-facilities buildings on which con- 
struction had in fact not been completed, the following Communists and chairmen 
of executive committees of city soviets were subjected to strict party dis- 
ciplinary measures, in addition to the construction people: S. N. Saparov of 
Ashkhabad, I. P. Sevast'yanov of Novosibirsk, A. I. Ismailov of Nalchik, as 
well as V. V. Vershinin, deputy chairman of the Turkmen Council of Ministers. 
Also receiving party punishment was the secretary of the Novosibirsk CPSU city 
committee, Ye. V. Zolotov, who had displayed a lack of oversight and a con- 
ciliatory attitude toward facts of exaggerating figures. He has been removed 
from his position. 


A person who has taken the road of dishonesty, who deceives the state, cannot 
expect trust. It is difficult to justify his wrong actions, regardless of 
claimed motives. Sometimes they claim that they had exaggerated figures for 
the benefit of the workforce, for payment of wage bonuses, and that not one 
management official personally received a single ruble. Are these arguments well 
grounded? Of course not. A person in a leadership position should never, 
under any circumstances, be other than honest and truthful to the state and his 
subordinates. A true leader in a difficult situation should explain to the 
worktorce right out how the situation is, should reveal the deficiencies 
resulting in failure to meet plan targets, and should self-critically acknowl- 
edge his own errors of omission. 


V. A. Biryukov, former general manager of the Kamchatrybprom Association, who 
recently was serving as chairman of the Kamchatka Oblast Executive Committee, 
as well as A. I. Serga, his successor as association general manager, were 
recently expelled from the party for exaggerating figures upward in state 
report documents on fulfillment of fish catch targets. "We didn't know, we 

had no idea, we were not seeking gain" -- this was the gist of the explanations 
by these officials when the violations of state discipline were discovered. As 
was precisely established, however, these officials in fact "did know" and "did 
have an idea.” They resorted to deception deliberately and by no means un- 
seltishly. 


it is true that sometimes a deceiver in fact does not receive direct material 
benefits. But he does not reject praise, accepting it as his due, endeavoring 
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by truths and lies to make his way up the career ladder. A person is not 
pulling his weight, as they say, is unable to do his job but, motivated by con- 
siderations of furthering his carrier, deludes higher authorities, presents in 
a false light the results of his activities, and is lavish with empty promises 
and assurances. 


Our time is a time of harmonious development of productive resources and the 
social domain. It places particular responsibility on economic, soviet and 
party officials for utilizing state-allocated funds precisely as intended, 
fully, and when specified. 


State capital spending on agriculture is growing year by year. It forms the 

material foundaticn for its upswing and successful implementation ot the Food 

Program. As audits and inspections indicate, however, a substantial portion 

of these material and financial resources are sometimes diverted to other pur- . 
poses which have nothing to do with agricultural production. 


Justified complaints have been leveled against certain officials in the Kalmyk 
ASSR in this connection. Administrative, amusement and other facilities were 
being built with their knowledge with funds designated for development of 
agriculture. Under the pretext of providing necessary working conditions for 

a plant protection station, with a staff of 12 specialists, a five-story build- 
ing was erected in the city of Elista, in which the offices of two ministries 
were later housed. Similar violations were discovered in Tambov, Tula, and a 
number of other oblasts. In order to correct this serious deficiency it is es- 
sential to increase demandingness on those officials who substitute narrow 
localistic and parochial considerations for the principles of plan-directed 
distribution of funds. 


Also deserving sharp, frank condemnation are instances whereby funds allocated 
for meeting people's growing social needs are not properly utilized. We can- 
not accept a situation whereby sometimes, under the pretext of priority-solving 
production problems, construction timetables are pushed back on housing and 
cultural-services facilities. Providing housing, trade, education, health care, 
physical culture and sports, and environmental protection are all within the 
purview of oversight agencies, the job of which is to determine how efficiently 
and economically are being spent moneys allocated for this purpose from public 
consumption funds, and how fully, objectively and fairly the primary social 
needs of working people are being met. 


As inspections indicate, the reasons for shortcomings which are still encountered 
here lie chiefly in irresponsibility, slackness and miscalculations by officials. 
It is for this reason that the rank-and-file executing and supervisory personnel, 
who are endowed with considerable authorities and are personally responsible for 
specific job areas, are also answerable for incorrect distribution of housing, 
for shortages in retail trade, for supply interruptions, and other such viola~ 
tions. 


At the same time we cannot ignore the fact that difficulties in furnishing the 
public with certain consumer goods and other social benefits are often aggravated 
by serious deficiencies in performance at the lower levels. In a number of 
places Soviet trade regulations are still being violated. There occur such 
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iting . 
things as putting goods aside, selling goods under the counter and directly 
from warehouses and even wholesale facilities, which creates favorable condi- 


tions for profiteering and obtaining non-labor income. 


The party demands that all loopholes permitting parasitism, non-labor income, 
theft, bribery, and profiteering be closed. As we know, the CPSU Central Com- 
mittee and USSR Council of Ministers issued decrees calling for improving the 
performance of trade and public food service enterprises, for instituting 
proper procedures in distribution of foodstuffs and other goods, and rigorous 
observance of trade rules and regulations. Measures have been specified which 
aim at preventing machinations with short-supply goods and at stepping up the 
campaign against all types of abuses in this domain. It is now important that 
these measures be implemented with the active assistance of the working people 
themselves, with worker oversight. 


Officials of party, soviet, and economic organizations, as well as administra- 
tive agencies are called upon to ensure that only honest individuals with an 
unblemished record be chosen for financially responsible jobs, and that ex- 
penditure of funds, raw materials and finished products be closely monitored, 
with precise record keeping. And when there occurs a warning that loopholes 
and cracks have appeared in the wall of security around items of value, who 
should be the first, if not workforce leader personnel, to sound the alarm and 
to take appropriate steps to rectify the situation? 


Unfortunately such a natural reaction is at times manifestly belated. Some- 
thing of the sort occurred in the RSFSR Ministry of Local Industry. Top 
ministry officials received a report that there was a problem with the safe- 
guarding of goods at enterprises in the Chechen-Ingush ASSR subordinate to 

that ministry, that thieving wheeler-dealers were at work there. But ministry 
officials failed to pay proper heed to these warnings. They were content with 
the "streamlined" documents produced by superficial ministerial audits and 
inspections. They took alarm only when party control agencies intervened, when 
investigative agencies began bringing criminal charges against the thieves. 

For failure to implement oversight and for serious deficiencies in selection of 
cadres, the Party Control Committee severely punished V. K. Uspenskiy, RSFSR 
minister of local industry. Other officials who had displayed irresponsibility 
and complacency were also made to answer by the party. 


Such an evil as bribery, which has not yet been eradicated, presents a partic- 
ular danger. Bribery involves performance of various services by officials, 
receiving machinery, construction materials, and raw materials not specified by 
allocated stocks, and even with allocated stocks. For abuse of office and for 
taking bribes, the Party Control Committee expelled from the party A. F. 
Makarov, RSFSR deputy minister of local industry, P. S. Luk'yanov, RSFSR deputy 
minister of trade, A. G. Tarada, former secretary of the Krasnodar Kray party 
committee, who recently served as USSR deputy minister of meat and dairy in- 
dustry, as well as certain other ranking officials in Krasnodar Kray and the 
city of Sochi. Criminal charges were brought against all of them. 


Bribery is a crime. A person involved in bribery is subject to criminal penal- 
ties. He will assuredly be expelled from the party. But this does not exhaust 








the question. It is important thoroughly to study the circumstances under which 
bribery became possible and critically to evaluate the level of indoctrination 
of cadres. It frequently turns out that lack of oversight plays a role here as 
well, plus a lack of mutual demandingness, firmness, and strict exactingness. 

An official who has been invested with considerable authorities but is not sub- 
jected to monitoring and criticism gradually begins to forget about his direct 
obligations and allows himself to depart from the accepted order and from es- 
tablished rules. An initial insignificant service rendered for a service 
received and a valuable item accepted "in remembrance" sometimes gradually 
develop into the openly acquisitive "You scratch my back and I'll scratch yours." 
In many places there still occurs an unwarrantedly indulgent attitude toward 
holding group drinking parties at enterprises and offices under various pretexts: 
an anniversary, the arrival of higher officials, results of a mutual check, a 
conference, exchange of work experience, etc. Ome should not underrate that 
material and especially moral detriment done by such drinking sessions. Un- 
businesslike, hail-fellow-well-met attitudes, unprincipledness, flattery and 
servility are engendered in such an atmosphere. Things reach a point where 

some officials, forgetting about party ethics and elementary modesty, accept on 
their birthdays expensive gifts from their subordinates and representatives of 
subordinate enterprises, and subsequently hold lavish banquets, frequently 

also spending government funds on them. 


Serious concern is aroused by abuses committed by officials in building private 
homes and vacation cottages. Taking advantage of noninterference, and in cer- 
tain instances connivance by local authorities, some officials, in place of 
standard cottages, erect large, elaborate summer homes and private residences 

on collective-use gardening plots. Decrepit houses purchased in a rural locali- 
ty by some owners of urban apartments are extensively renovated and remodeled. 


There is a natural desire to use one's own resources and finances to acquire 

a plot of land, to build a home on it within the established size limits, to 
plant an orchard and a vegetable garden. This desire should be welcomed and 
encouraged. But solid obstacles must be placed in the path of vestiges of the 
private-ownership psychology and attempts by officials to enrich themselves at 
the expense of the state: to obtain building materials at cut-rate prices and 
to use equipment, motor transport, and sometimes manpower of subordinate enter- 
prises to the detriment of state interests. 


In the city of Balashov, Saratov Oblast, officials began assigning land for 
summer cottage construction in the municipal water supply protected watershed 
zone. For a long time they were also tolerating other departures from the 
rules and regulations governing organization of gardening associations. Party 
control agencies were forced to interv2ne. After examining the materials of 

a conducted investigation, the Saratov Oblast CPSU committee meted out severe 
party punishment against A. Ye. Orlov, first secretary of the Romanovskiy Rayon 
party committee, V. V. Yudin, chairman of the Balashovskiy Rayon executive com- 
mittee, V. V. Meshcheryakov, chairman of the city executive committee, and also 
severely punished other officials guilty of violating regulations. The viola- 
tions are now being corrected. 
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Secialist ownership forms the basis of the economic system of the Soviet State, 
and nobody is entitled to use that which belongs to the entire people for per- 
sonal gain or for other selfish purposes. In addition, conservation of and 
adding to socialist property are a most important constitutional obligation of 
every citizen. For a Communist it is his party duty, his official obligation. 


Skillful, careful management, a thrifty attitude toward public property, and 
maximally efficient utilization of raw material, material, fuel-energy, and 
financial resources -- these are the goals to which the party is today 
orienting working peopie, leader cadres, specialists, and scientists. ‘"Regard- 
less of the extent to which the wealth of our society grows," stated Comrade 

L. I. Brezhnev, “the strictest economy and thrift continue to be a most im- 
portant condition for development of the nation's economy and increasing the 
prosperity of the people.” 


Party control agencies are called upon to take a firmer position in the can- 
paign tor strict observance of economy regimen and for thrift. They are con- 
centrating their efforts on eliminating mismanagement and laxness, which lead 
to a situation whereby sometimes that which has been produced in the plant shop, 
grown in the field, and delivered to the construction site is not safeguarded. 


fhe managers of some farms and the officials of certain rayon organizations in 
Kuybyshev Oblast were failing to concern themselves with caring for the con- 
dition of agricultural equipment. Many tractors, combines and other machines 
were allowed to stand outdoors even in winter. For this reason high-output and 
costly equipment was breaking down prematurely, taken out of service and 
scrapped. A similar lack of concern was shown on a number of farms in 
Kazakhstan regarding the care and storage of mineral fertilizers and crop 
protection chemicals. Due to negligence, hundreds of tons of valuable products 
were deteriorating to a state of uselessness. The materials of both these 
investigations were examined respectively by the Kuybyshev Oblast party com- 
mittee and the Central Committee of the Kazakhstan Communist Party, and approp- 
riate conclusions were reached. 


Or let us take paper. It is in short supply. But what is the attitude toward 
it? As was indicated by a study of this question, considerable losses of 
paper occur in shipping, during transportation by rail and motor transport, 
during handling and storage at supply warehouses, and during delivery to 
customers. There was also a wasteful attitude toward paper at some printing 
enterprises. This was expressed both in large in-process waste figures and in 
unwarranted publication of items for which there is no demand, and which are 
subsequently scrapped. The results of these investigations helped officials 
of the corresponding ministries and agencies as well as the State Committee for 
Publishing Houses, Printing Plants and the Book Trade to take appropriate 
Steps to protect and prevent losses of paper and to achieve more efficient and 
rational paper utilization. 


The cited examples, which pertain to the principal areas of work by party con- 
trol agencies, can at the same time serve as an illustration of their steadily 
growing efforts to increase the effectiveness of oversight and to achieve its 

active participation in correcting and preventing errors and deficiencies. As 











we know, the main thing in verifying execution and in monitoring fulfillment of 
the requirements of the CPSU Program and Rules is not the recording of errors of 
omission, not determination of measures being carried out, but rather achieve- 
ment of concrete results to improve things. 


Of course it is necessary to "catch" and “expose” in the oversight and inspec- 
tion process, but this is not the principal task of oversight efforts. "...Find- 
ing the guilty party in the person of an individual in authority," wrote V. lL. 
Lenin, “is only a very small part of the job." The most important thing is 
skillfully and promptly to correct an error, to eliminate shortcomings, and to 
get things moving. 


And yet there still exists a weakness of this kind in the work of certain over- 
sight agencies: they discover a shortcoming, punish the person directly 
responsible, and proceed to congratulate themselves. Many questions of general 
Significance remain unanswered. If a person in authority has proven to be in- 
mature and unsound, one asks why he was given such a position of trust? Who 
recommended him fer his position? Who did not teach him or correct him in a 
prompt and timely manner? Very often round numbers and fine indices have a 
magic effect on those whose job it is to be impartial and objective in evaluat- 
ing a person's job performance. 


Recently I. IL. Nekrasov, chairman of the Tatishchevo Mobile Mechanized Column in 
Saratov Oblast, was expelled from the CPSU. He had committed violations of 
staffing and financial discipline, had abused his position, and refused to 
tolerate criticism toward himself. Did they know about this in the party or- 
ganization bureau and party rayon committee? They did, but they did not feel 
responsibility for the mobile mechanized column chairman or for his incorrect 
actions. For an unprincipled attitude toward facts of suppression of criticism 
and lack of oversight, the Party Control Committee took party disciplinary 
action against V. 1. Shchur, mobile mechanized column party bureau secretary, 
and V. Ye. Belokopytov, first secretary of the Tatishchevskiy Rayon CPSU com- 
mittee. 


Narrowing of oversight tasks usually costs dearly: simple mistakes grow into 
misdeeds, and setbacks grow into breakdowns and failures. Considerable blame 
is leveled at ministerial oversight and not without justification. Its weakness 
most frequently lies namely in the fact that it often sets for itself narrow 
goals and utilizes by no means optimal methods. A tendency toward superficial 
inspection and excessive credulity toward "satisfactory reports" by local of- 
ficials make it more difficult to look “into the heart of things," to penetrate 
to the core of processes which are taking place. Only oversight which is ob- 
jective, high-principled, which seeks to strengthen state discipline and to 
impose flawless order in all things which determine the success of a matter 

can strip the veil of secrecy from improper activities and expose a zealously- 
guarded secret. 


Of course a critique of ministerial oversight is also, and primarily, criticism 
of the officials in charge of this oversight. It is their direct obligation to 
enhance the role and weight of oversight proper, to make it their reliable 








assistant in matters of carrying out party and government directives, as well 
as decisions made by the ministries and agencies. 


The oversight and inspection lexicon has been enriched in recent years by the 
term "posleduyushchiy kontrol'" [follow-up inspection]. Its appearance is not 
mere happenstance. It is due to an endeavor to achieve the main goal, not to 
limit oneself to making a decision, devising measures, and punishing the guilty 
parties. Without diminishing their energy and persistence, oversight agency 
personnel seek to achieve the stated objective. They consider their task ac- 
complished when the job they have begun is completed. In this sense the ar- 
chive of genuine oversight does not consist of documents but rather that which 
has become a part of practical realities, which has become embodied in real 
material and spiritual assets. 


Follow-up inspection is also practical interest in what is being done in a 
practical manner follewing an investigation, it is advice and help. It is 
especially important here to impel a person to do what is necessary without 
being ordered, without pressure or shouting, to overcome the force of inertia 

of the old approach, routine, sluggishness, to gain confidence in one's ability, 
to take a broader, larger look at one's party, job and civic obligations. 


A most important result of investigation and follow-up verification is cer- 
rectly seen in a positive change in the work style of leader personnel, in such 
personnel becoming more deeply aware of the fact that oversight is also their 
direct obligation, that they are to organize their work in such a manner that 
actual oversight is the most important element and that it is not somebody 

else but you who are primarily obligated to indoctrinate subordinates in a 
spirit of absolute observance of party and state discipline. 


We must note that far from every decision engendered from the materials of an 
inspection investigation is implemented smoothly, on a basis of complete mutual 
understanding with those who are guilty of shortcomings and are obligated to 
correct them. It is sometimes determined in the course of follow-up checks 
that certain officials are not only failing to draw correct conclusions from 
their mistakes and deficiencies but are even aggravating them. 


Such was the case with N. A. Semennikov, generai manager of the Sverdlovsk 
Ural'skiye Samotsvety Production Association. He ignored the demands of state 
discipline and suppressed criticism. Semennikov received party punishment for 
this and was instructed to correct the revealed deficiencies and not to permit 
them to be repeated. As a follow-up check indicated, however, the situation in 
the association had not changed. Nor had Semennikov himself taken any steps 

to change things. In addition, he proceeded to harass the individual who had 
blown the whistle on management. 


The materials of the follow-up check were discussed at a meeting of the Party 
Control Committee, which expelled N. A. Semennikov from the party. He was 
fired from his position. S. L. Orlovskiy, primary party organization bureau 
secretary, was given a severe reprimand, with this fact placed on his per- 
manent record, for failure to show principledness. His fellow Communists 
removed him from his position as bureau secretary. 
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An improvement in the overall level of oversight and its effectiveness demands 
that all components and types of socialist oversight operate more purposefully 
and smoothly. There arises the necessity, in conformity with the instructions 
of the party and its Central Committee, to do a better job of planning and co- 
ordinating the activities of oversight agencies, preventing duplication of 
effort, umnecessary frequency of inspections, and harassment of individuals 
over trivial matters. 


We believe that a comprehensive approach to accomplishing economic, social 

and ideological-indoctrination tasks, which is characteristic of our present 
conditions, should also be reflected in watchdog activities. As experience in- 
dicates, close teamwork and cooperation between party control agencies on the 
one hand and volunteer public, ministerial, trade union, and Komsomol oversight 
on the other, and the investigations jointly conducted by them produce optimal 
results. Making common cause and working under the supervision of party com- 
mittees and organizations, oversight agency personnel are able comprehensively 
to study problems which arise, more fully to investigate deficiencies and 
errors, more thoroughly to reveal their causes, and more clearly to see ways of 
correcting and preventing then. 


A political approach to oversight, which is characteristic of party control, 
accompanied by establishment of a measure of personal responsibility on the 
part of Communist officials, is supplemented in such cases with a thorough 
analysis of economic management and financial activity, the state of labor dis- 
cipline, and satisfaction of people's needs and aspirations. 


When party activists, volunteer inspectors, and officials from finance, 
statistical and other interministerial government agencies participate in an 
investigation, there are greater guarantees that even the most complex, most 
difficult problem will be examined in a qualified and objective manner and 
that departmental, local, and personal interests, if they come into conflict 
with the overall interests of the state, will be overcome. 


A comprehensive approach in organization of oversight broadens the zone of its 
influence, making it possible not only to open the doors for the new and 
progressive but also to make stand out ia higher relief against a background 

of valuable experience and positive example those deficiencies which spring from 
inability, irresponsibility, and lack of discipline. Positive examples per 

se exert an effect, but it is sometimes sufficient merely to publicize and 
encourage them. V. I. Lenin wrote: "...We can and should ensure that the force 
of example becomes first and foremost a moral effect, and subsequently a man- 
datorily incorporated model of organization of labor in the new Soviet Russia." 


Oversight can and should foster emulation and borro,’ing of the best models of 
labor and organization of labor. Obviously those persons who have examples 
worthy of emulation literally at their fingertips but who close their eyes to 
them, work in the old ways, and plod along behind should be held severely 
responsible for their failure to respond. 


The party teaches us that the strength of oversight lies in mass participation, 
in the promptness and timeliness of urgent measures when the need for them 
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arises, and in influence on those who forget the demands of party and state 
discipline. V. I. Lenin demanded a diversity of forms and methods of oversight 
from the grass-roots level, "in order to nip in the bud any possibility of dis- 
tortion of Soviet rule, in order to pluck out the weed of bureaucracy repeatedly 
and tirelessly.” 


Primary party organizations are supposed to set the tone for oversight from 
below. Success in the performance of any group and creation in that group 

of a normal functioning and productive atmosphere and correct interpersonal 
relations are determined in large measure by how the primary party organization 
utilizes its cversight authority. 


We should state that some primary party organizations still at times lack 
firmness in personnel matters and in assessing the results of economic activi- 
ties and the misdeeds of individual officials. They do not always give a 

rebuff to a localistic or narrow, parochial approach to things. Negative oc- 
currences are in many cases revealed not at the initiative of the primary or- 
ganizations proper but rather following intervention by higher party agencies. 
And yet it would seem that from a closer distance one would have a much clearer 
view both of that which pleases the eye and that which is distressing and causes 
alarm and concern. 


Recently the CPSU Central Committee issued a decree entitled "On Primary Party 
Organization Commissions to Oversee Administrative Activities" and ratified 

a statute defining their tasks, powers and duties, as well as the procedure of 
their formation and accountability. These important party documents, permeated 
by a spirit of further democratization of party oversight, create all the 
requisite conditions for enhancing the role and efficiency of primary party or- 
ganizations. 


The activities of the commissions are aimed at accomplishment of the tasks 
assigned to workforces. They should note and support all new and progressive 
elements in a prompt and timely manner, look into matters of placement and in- 
doctrination of cadres, improvement of people's working and living conditions, 
keep an eye on strict observance of state, plan and technological discipline, 
increase the responsibility of individuals for the assigned task, develop 
initiative and firmness in party members, resolutely oppose slackness of dis- 
cipline, mismanagement, waste, self-seeking, gain at government expense, and 
wage an unrelenting campaign against instances of an unconscientious attitude 
toward performance of one's duties, bureaucracy and red tape, deception, 
localistic tendencies, and a narrowly parochial approach. 


Stepping up the activities of commissions which have been established and are 
being established in primary party organizations will bring party work even 
closer to the practical issues of economic and social development and will

[Article by Rafael Akopdzhanyan, chief of the Literary Department of the 
Armenian Academic Theater imeni G. Sundukyan, in the column “Theater of the 
Eighties: Today and Tomorrow": "The Door is Open--Admission is Forbidden"] 


[Text] A theater, according to K. S. Stanislavskiy, lives on the ideas of 
a playwright! 


A play, based on the fresh tracks of our reality, comes against a stone wall 
from time to time in the theater. Sometimes artifically: A ready-made and 
approved production is near at hand, beginning with Aeschylus, a Greek, and 
ending with T. Williams, an American. And sometimes deliberately: It is 
much more reliable and easier to “read over" a well-known production again. 
However, mainly because theaters have increased their literary possession 
of novels and stories and have therefore covered the deficit of topicality. 
But in expanding the territory, one feels more sharply the need for deep 
exploration. Only a play by force of primary conditionality (after all the 
genre is special, specific) provides a greater chance for looking into the 
"depths." And so new names begin to appear sporadically in the playbills. 


"Theater--a place of a playwright's execution!" These are A. P. Chekhov's 
words. 


Indeed, one is repeatedly convinced that some theater directors get away 

with all kind of liberties in relaticn to an author of a drama. Perhaps 

it is because no one has been emplowered to defend him, or because the result-- 
a play--is of more importance in the theater. But defend against what? The 
vision of a play--a creative and complicated process, which is either enriching 
or fraught with inevitable losses. 


Every theater (academic, youth, drama) has a worker responsible for protecting 
plays (modern and classics) from “surgical intervention" and in case of criti- 
cal necessity for sgbjecting them carefully to chief of the literary depart- 
ment. It is an inconspicuous position sometimes unknow:.. to viewers, which 

is cursed by playwrights for red intellectual secretary in the troupe itself. 
This inglorious "degeneration" was greatly aided by the freshly-baked title-- 
assistant to the chief director for literary affairs. Addmitedly, it is 

not a particularly literary title! In short, the already limited rights 
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have been reduced even more. From a chief to an assistant! He should have 

been given a bit more strengtb to defend personal interests; to skillfully 
maneuver between the "main" and “regular,” which are the primary reason of 
theater conflicts, critics and interests of the theater; to artistically 

(and painlessly for himself) return unsuccessful creations to titled play- 
wrights; to talk dramatically with the “leading ladies" about the shortage 

of parts for women; and to be informed of all theater news and literary events... 


The extent of a literary department's responsibilities is briefly described 

in the “theater Encyclopedia," where-it-is-charged equally with "formation 

of the repertoire and selection of plays from the standpoint of their ideologi- 
cal and artistic quality” and with everyday tasks--editing "programs, iibrettos 
and playbills." This means that it is precisely in this department where 

all the fuss is made about “literary taste," where plays are prepared for 
production and where concern is manifested for theater publicity--the passport 
of the troupe. 


Formation of the repertoire is a collegiate affair! It is better for the 
chief of the literary department to compose booklets and annotations. As 
regards the repertoire, let us follow in the footsteps of collectives in 
the capital. And so they foilow! 


An article by V. Razdolskiy "How Is One to Enter a House Without a Door?" 

("SK" No 20, 10 March 1982) contains this brutal statement: "The authority 

of literary department associates in most theaters is so painfully insignifi- 
cant that none of the “repertoire playwrights" even think about adjusting 
relations with their “native home" through the “porter's lodge." A “repertoire 
playwright" knows very well through whom he must act. And so he manages 
without an intermediary. As soon as “relations are adjusted," the play, 

to put it mildly, comes out decidedly with flaws and is accepted by the theater, 
which completely relies on the skill of a literary department associate. 

Why does it accept? The answer is in another article. "Many poor and artis- 
tically and intellectually inferior plays pass through to the stage by one 

or another less than honorable ways and directors together with the chief 

of the literary department) have to recarve, revise and reconstruct them 

with the sweat of their brow and in feverish haste." ("What Does It Begin 
With?" "SK" No 29, 9 April 1982, Yu. Edlis). As a rule, the chief of the 
literary department is not guilty for the appearance of such plays. He is 

also not credited for success after "revising" and “reconstructing” it. 


| am not sure, will I be understood correctly? The question is not about 
particularity. Our relations wit the chief director are built upon creative 
mutual understanding, goodwill and mutual assistance. The cardinal question 

is revision of the position of literary workers in the theater's complex organism. 


The draft work on a play begins with the symbiosis--director--chief of the 
literary department. This is not because the literarydepartment selects 

the necessary "historicoliterary and iconographic material" alone. Work on 
production begins much earlier, with the basic--the search for a play. Direc- 
tors are very often cunning: Really, we know the classics ourselves, look 

for the contemporary. Is there no merit for chiefs of literary departments 
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in the fact that many plays are theatrical literary criticisms? Of course, 
the chief of the literary department is again the shadow. He sits behind 
closed doors and reads something or runs in the lobbies like a vadman with 
some kind of papers. He does mot stage plays, nor does he perfiurm in them? 
He creates a mirage of being busy. 


It is indeed sad not to be able to share even a little in the success of 

a play. One has to have the nerves of steel! The chief of the literary 
department cuntributes to the success of a play from his soul and health 

no less, for example, than an arranger of music whose name appears on playbills. 
One may raise an objection: Mysical arrangement is creativity. What about 

the chief of the literary department? A position! "To guess which play 

can give to the art of a given theater the possibility of sparkling with 

joyous colors at a given time and under given conditions..." Creation? Yes! 
"It is difficult, knowledge of all conditions of the "theater kitchen" is 
required!" An entire science? Of course! "Some sort of special instinct 

is required with regard to peculiarities of the actors, especially when they 
have not been defined yet--toward an author's creativity, toward the emotional 
nature of the theater.” V. I. Nemirovich-Danchenko imagined a chief of a 
literary department to be such a person, a person responsible for the repertoire. 


One may ask: “How many of ‘these kind’ have you met?" Unfortunately, very 

few! Lt is because the approach to this position itself is superficial. 

Quite often the selection of a literary department chief is accidental! 
Philologists, who have a theatrical inclinatior, become chiefs of literary 
departments, theater science specialists do so to a lesser degree and playwrights 
do so as an exception. If one gets accustomed, he continues working, if not, 

he leaves against his will. 


The value of a literary department chief is predetermined to a great extent 

by the importance of the chief director. This is testified to by many years 

of experience in the theater. This is also testified to by the union of 

G. Tovstonogov with D. Shvarts, 0. Yefremov with A. Smelyanskiy and Ye. Simonov 
with Yu. Gaziyev.... The list is not endless. 


[he principles of literary departments have not been established today. 
Their foundations have been laid by A. N. Ostroviskiy in the Malyy Theater, 
by V. IL. Nemirovich-Danchenko in the Moscow Art Theater and by M. Corkiy 
and A. Blok in the Leningrad Drama Theater. And yet a literary department 
chief is till an outcast in the theater world. 


Here is another stroke: Is a chief artist named by anyone as assistant to 
the chief for scenography? And if "oneself" is nicknamed as assistant to 
the theater director for creativity, “hen it will be almost impossible to 
predict the consequences. 


The theater needs another competent leader, one who creates literary strategy 


completely and individually. And not only for the present but for many years 
ahead. This will raise the authority of literary workers and their "defense 
functions" along the paths of plays, which appear on the stage for “one or 
another reason" and it is believed that the long-awaited revival will then 
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appear in the dramatic stillmess. The repertoire playbill and its inimitable- 
ness and stage and literary logic will force literary department chiefs to 
search for unbeaten tracks. 


Would not such an innovation cause disharmony in the theater's organism which 
is already contradictory? No! In the opera, for example, there are several 
principal parts and each one is particularly answerable for his own. 


I can foresee the type of objections that this article may evoke. Famous 
directors will place a "tabu." Their powerful deep sounding voices will 
drown the modest chorus of literary department chiefs. The theater door 

is wide open to taien, but "poor and artistically and intellectually inferior 
plays pass through to the stage.” 


The problem of a literary department chief was once raised in conversation 


with a respected director: "Position? No, a talent, a vocation. I have 
changed three in half a year! Try and get a bright person! He will immediately 
strive to become a director. An example? Karei Chapek!" There is no doubt 


that he will strive. Director is a profession, an enchanting profession 
at that while a literary department chief is just a staff unit!

KULICHENKO BOOK STRESSES ECONOMIC EGAL{TARIANISM, ‘FLOWERING' OF SOVIET NATIONS

[Text] The entry of our country into a new stage ot development-~the stage of 
mature socialism--signifies the reorganization of the whole totality of social 
relations, including national relations. The comprehension of the most charac- 
teristic elements of this process, of the new that has appeared in the nation- 
ality policy of the CPSU during the recent past, has become an important task 
of the social sciences in general, and philosophy and sociology in particular. 


The monograph "Rastsvet i sblizheniye natsiy v SSSR" by M. I. Kulichenko can 

be called on of the prominent phenomena which reflect the achievements of 
Soviet science in the study of nationality relations. In his multi-plane re- 
search, the author supplements the observations and conclusions set forth in 
his earlier works after having brought up to date the most important methodo- 
logical principles of the examination of nationality relations and himself the 
objective course of the flowering and rapprochement of the socialist nations. 
In so doing he engages in well-argued polemics with some authors of works deal- 
ing with the national question. 


Because of the multi-faceted character of the present work, a comprehensive 
assessment of it is extremely difficult. This is what determines the selection 
of a separate range of problems which can become the object of scientific dis- 
cussion. 


Among the most valuable aspects of the monograph one must include the questions 
of the perfection of nationality relations in the social sphere of the vital 
activity of society, as well as the guidance of the process of development and 
rapprochement of the nationalities on the part of the party and the Soviet 
state. Precisely these questions require special attention because of their 
complexity. All the more so because nationality relations are influenced by 
different spheres of the functioning of society which are in constant inter- 
action and development.

Let us dwell, first of all, on the comprehension of the real process of the 
flowering of the individual nations and nationalities of our country in the 
conditions of our time. The fourth chapter of the investigation is devoted to 
this range of questions. The author notes perfectly correctly that "the con- 
solidation of the economic foundations of national development, the flowering 
of the nations and nationalities of the USSR. . . is impossible without the 
careful combination of the processes of development and change in the correla- 
tion of the community of economic life, proceeding on two levels--the entire 
Soviet people and every nation and nationality" (p 249).Emphasizing the com- 
munity of the economic life of the nations, the author does not agree with the 
conclusions of an editorial article of the journal VOPROSY ISTORII, published 
on the results of a discussion concerning the definition of the concept of 
"nation", in which it is asserted that every Soviet nation does not have its 
Own special economic community. M. I. Kulichenko substantiates the presence 
of a community of economic life of every individual socialist nation, which is 
in indissoluble unity with the economic life of other peoples (p 247). 


The community of the economic life of the nations, in the opinion of the author, 
is secured by the equalization of the levels of economic development of the re- 
publics and their various regions and by the intensification of the intra- 
republic division of labor and diverse forms of economic interdependence. As 
an example, the author cites the RSFSR, the Ukraine and Belorussia, some Trans- 
caucasian republics, and the Chuvashskaya ASSR, where new industrial centers 
were created in many former agricultural regions and even uninhabited places, 
and where old cities, developed long ago, have become industrial. The over- 
coming of the past internal heterogeneity of the economic development of the 
individual union republics in territorial section indicates not only the quan- 
titative, but also the qualitative advances in the geography of industry and 

of the regions of settlement of the individual republics, and causes the accel- 
eration of the rates of the national development of the peoples. 


At the same time, the author calls attention to the necessity of the further 
equalization of the level of economic development of the individual peripheral 
national regions of the country. In particular, he notes, the development of 
the economy of the republics and oblasts is held back not by the lack of means, 
but by shortcomings in their realization, above all in the planning and organ- 
ization of production and in construction. 


The author expresses many interesting ideas about the problems of the develop- 
ment of the social bases of the life of the individual peoples. Supported by 
data from the materials of the Ali-Union Censuses of 1959 and 1970, he empha- 
sizes the steady growth of the number and qualitative composition of the na- 
tional cadres of the working class. Thus, the ratio of the working class in 
the employed population of the Central Asian nations, which previously consti- 
tuted 7.6-12.6 percent, increased to 32.5-39.9 percent by the beginning of the 
1970's. There is no doubt that the results of the 1979 Census revealed a fur- 
ther increase in the share of the leading class of Soviet society in these re- 
publics. With the quantitative growth of the share of the working class its 
influence on all aspects of social life increases. It also is the basic 
guarantor and at the same time the decisive force of the further flowering of 
the nations and their gradual rapprochement. 
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At the same time M. I. Kulichenko notes the complexity and contradictory 
nature of the processes of the internal life of the nations, which are re- 
flected, in particular, in the slow growth of the national detachments of the 
working class in some republics. This applies, first of all, to Kazakhstan 
and Kirghizia, where the ratio of industrial workers of the indigenous nation- 
ality constitutes only 13-15 percent; their ratio is also comparatively small 
in Uzbekistan, Latvia and Turkmenistan--34-39 percent (p 260). 


The predominance of the rural inhabitants, primarily the kolkhoz peasantry, in 
the composition of the population of the Central Asian republics manifests 
itself in important ways in the processes of social development and in the 
character of the mutual relations amongethe peoples and the rates of their rap- 
prochement. 


As the author correctly notes, during the past decade the policy of the party 
to increase the ratio and the role of the national cadres of the working class 
of the union and autonomous republics has been actively realized. No less con- 
cern is being manifested in regard to the increase of the number, the level of 
qualifications, and the spiritual maturity of the intelligentsia from the local 
population. And this is understandable since the most important place in many 
spheres of the internal life of nations and nationalities and in the interna- 
tional development of these spheres belongs to the intelligentsia, especially 
in the epoch of developed socialism. 


It seems, however, that the author of the monograph could have dwelt in more 
detail on the development of the national intelligentsia in the republics and 
illuminated some aspects of the correlation between it and the working class. 
True, the book shows the growth in the number of highly-qualified cadres of the 
indigenous nationalities. The highest indicator is attained in Armenia, 
Georgia, Lithuania, and the RSFSR, it is a bit lower in Azerbaijan, Estonia, 
Belorussia and the Ukraine. However, in almost all republics the proportion of 
such cadres in the total number exceeds 50 percent. For the time being Kir- 
ghizia and Kazakhstan constitute an exception (p 270). 


In the fifth chapter of the monograph the author dwells on the processes of 
the rapprochement of nations in the conditions of mature socialism. He 
thoroughly examines the problem of the unity of Soviet society as the main 
tendency of its development, making extensive use of factual material, and re- 
veals new elements of this tendency in the conditions of developed socialism. 


In discussing the economic basis of the strengthening of the unity of our so- 
ciety, M. I. Kulichenko subjects to criticismsome incorrect propositions and 
conclusions concerning this question by the economists S. I. Kirke, T. K. 
Koychuyeva, and L. N. Telepko. The latter, for example, proposes the level of 
the realization of the possibilities of the republics within the framework of 
the All-Union economy as the criterion of their economic development and equal- 
ity. Meanwhile, as the author of the monograph notes, the possibilities of the 
republics are unequal, the level of the material prosperity of their population 
is different, and the proportion of children in the number of the population 

is unequal, as well as the proportion of women who are involved in taking care 
of them and their education. All of these factors exert an important influence 











on the possibilities of the creation of the social product in one republic or 
another. In our view, the author correctly believes that the indicators of the 
levels of economic development must be generalized, encompassing many aspects 
of the life of the republics, and that the central place among these indicators 
must belong to the indicator of the production of national income per capita of 
the able-bodied population and its consumption per capita of the entire popula- 
tion of each republic (p 338). In so doing, M. I. Kulichenko turns attention 
to the important circumstance that the increased expenditures of the republics 
with a higher birth-rate--for example, the Central Asian republics--are usually 
covered at the expense of the redistribution of funds from the All-Union budget. 
Nevertheless, the large proportion of children in the number of the population 
and of women engaged in taking care of them, the necessity of the additional 
construction of pre-school institutions and schools, assistance to mothers with 
many children, etc., cannot but have an impact on the development of production 
and consumption. 


For a fuller reflection of the character of economic processes, the author dem- 
onstrates the correlation between the sectors of All-Union and republic special- 
ization and cooperation. He writes: "The efficient development of the economy 
of the whole country is guaranteed by the presence of more than 400 sectors of 
industry, of which the RSFSR has (with subsectors) almost as many, the UkSSR-- 
approximately half, theUkSSR and Kirghizia--about one fourth. In the economy of 
the ESSR there are approximately 150 sectors, with only 18 of them having a 
purely local significance and being capable of independent development, without 
cooperation with enterprises of other republics. In connection with this one 
can also cite the following example: About half of all the production, raw 
material and semimanufactures coming from the outside are imported by the ESSR 
from the RSFSR. A similar situation is also observed in other republics (see 
pp 329-331). 


From everything that has been said it follows very clearly that, for the normal 
functioning of the economy of each republic and the equalization of the levels of 
their economic development,the further intensification of their cooperation 
and the common strengthening of a single national economic complex by them 

are necessary. 


Simultaneously with the perfection of economic relations the social unity of 
the Soviet peoples is gaining strength. The author notes that the formation 
of social homogeneity takes place in dialectical interdependence with the move- 
ment of nations and peoples of our country towards their complete unity. The 
reflection of these processes finds its embodiment in the strengthening of the 
social and international unity of the Soviet people, in the consolidation of 
already formed and the development of new common traits of social and national 
communities, and in the growth of the role of the new historical community (p 
351). 


The objective process of the flowering and the rapprochement of the socialist 
nations is actively regulated within the framework of the nationality policy, 
whose basic element in the conditions of mature socialism is the more complete 
combination of national and international interests. The author touches on 
important aspects of nationality policy in the second chapter, as well as in 
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the third and sixth chapters. If in the first chapter the author examines some 
questions of the theory and methodology of the analysis of the development of 
nations and national relations, in the second chapter he mainly he highlights 
the scientific foundations of the nationality policy of the CPSU, and in the 
following chapters he examines the practical realization of it in the stage of 
mature socialism. On this plane the part devoted to the growth of the guiding 
role of the CPSU in the development of the nations and national relations 
stands out by virtue of its abundant, rich and concrete material, which is con- 
vincing in its interpretation. The author not only names the basic tasks in 
the sphere of the development of nations and national relations, but also shows 
the mechanism for the realization of this function of political leadership on 
the part of the party. In particular, he calls attention to the way in which 
the increase in the share of communists in the composition of their nations in- 
fluences the concrete tasks of economic and social development. 


The most important result of the entire activity of the party and the Soviet 
state in the sphere of the development of nations and national relations was 
the formation of a new historical community--[the community] of the Soviet 
people. The author examines its characteristic features in the third chapter 
of his monograph, where the part dealing with the realization of the friendship 
of the peoples in the socialist way of life, as well as the part dealing with 
the growth of the role of the Russian language in the development of the new 
historical community, make for particularly interesting reading. 


[It is impossible not to take note of the preface to the work by M. I. Kuli- 
chenko. It provides the reader with a good introduction to the range of prob- 
lems and subjects illuminated in the book. The monograph concludes with a 
brief conclusion and a detailed index of the sources and literature which the 
author used. 


The publication of a basic monograph devoted to the analysis of the law-governed 
principlis of the development of nations and nationalities in the mature social- 
ist society, the forms and methods of the guidance of the development of the 
national and international processes by the CPSU, and the formation of the new 
historical community is a notable and gratifying phenomenon in the ideological 
life of our country. The present book is an important aid in the work of pro- 
pagandists, lecturers, teachers in educational institutions, and party and 
Komsomol aktiv in regard to the international and patriotic training of the 
workers. It is good that the book was published on the occasion of the 60th 
Anniversary of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics.

‘BUREAUCRATIC’ ATTITUDE TOWARD LETTERS ATTACKED IN TAJIKISTAN

Is the Rebuke for Bureaucrats?"] 


[Text] Numerous signals have come from the Zheleznodorozhnyy Rayon of the Tajik 
capitol to republic departments and newspaper editorial staffs. They reported that 
the ispolkom of the rayon council is not paying attention to the applications and 
complaints of the citizens and is substituting red-tape and chicanery for work. 

The messages were checked out. Each one of them completely and wholly corresponded 
to the reality of rare ugliness which was uncovered. 


In the ispolkom and its departments, there were 283 letters -- unregistered and 
burried in oblivion. A total of 283 letters behind which were living people and 
voters who had recently voted for the deputies to the rayon council, including the 
present directors of the ispolkom. The people hoped that they would pick them up 
in the local organ of power and respond to the questions, which were raised in 
them; a large part of the questions -- it is necessary to mention this -- concerned 
the poor operation of municipal services. However, all this remained as the voice 
of one crying in the wilderness..... Even thos, letters, which got into the log, 
did not meet with a warm response. 


V. Bubnova, a participant in the Great Patriotic War, a work veteran and a progress- 
ive worker in the Dushanbinskoye Clothing Association, sent a request in February 
1979 for help in repairing her home's bad roof. In the ispolkom, her application 
was registered and sent to the rayon repair and construction administration. There, 
the letter was entered in the log and they began to season it in a persistent 
bureaucratic marinade in accordance with all the rules of bureaucratic techniques. 

A year passed. The house with the bad roofing continued to take in streams of 
unstoppable southern downpours. The downpours did as they pleased: The ceiling 
began to crumble and the plaster on the walls began to fall down. V. Bubnova 

again wrote to the ispolkom. Again, the bureaucratic machine threw the letter 

into the bottomless box of applications-- true, it attached its bureaucratic 
numerical symbol to it. Again -- silence. Trying to break it, Bubnova wrote 

again and again to the ispolkom and to the repair and construction administration. 
Each time, she receives a sterotyped reply: “Your home is included on the list for 
repairs...." Meanwhile, the repeatedly "listed" house is being destroyed more and 
more. 
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The complaint of V. Bubnova and the collective appeal to the ispolkom of the 
inhabitants of house No 57 on Akhmada Donisha Street and of houses 80/2, 80/3 

and 80/4 on Sadriddina Ayni Street, and others regarding repairs to roofs, 
sanitary facilities, and the water supply, because of whose disrepair state 
buildings are being destroyed and people are suffering, should have served-- 

it would seem -- as a serious message for taking urgent measures. However, the 
directors of the ispolkom remained deaf to the needs and wants of the workers and 
displayed complete irresponsibility in carrying out their service duty and in 
fulfilling the instructions of the voters. 


An inspection established that the material and financial resources, which are 

being allotted by the state for repair and construction work, are not being used 
from year to year in Zheleznodorozhnyy Rayon. How did things reach this state 

here? It turns out that noone in the ispolkom-- not Abdullo Achilov, its chairman; 
not Rostislav Radzivilyuk, its secretary; and not any other responsible worker-- 

is analyzing and summarizing the nature of the incoming applications and complaints. 
A tallacious style of answers written for the sake of form only and of proscrasti- 
nation reigns here. That is why there are continuous violations of legal norms 

and of the norms of our socialist morality in its work. 


Here is one of the grossest violations which was given birth to by the practice 

of bureaucratic distortions, The letters, which arrive in the ispolkom, are first 
submitted to the review of the leadership. Then (if the leadership finds it 
necessary) they are registered. That is why 283 unregistered letters were discover- 
ed in the ispolkom. 


However, even registered applications and complaints lie there without movement or 
are examined with a clear violation of the time period. For example, a whole 
month was required to explain to citizen T. Shapkina that only the people's court 
was competent to resolve her complaint. The applications of N. Pakharova, V. 
Abramova and other citizens lay in the labryinth of the office for many months 
although the explanationsfor them were sufficient and verbal. 


The municipal services department (its chief is T. Nurov) broke all records for 
proscrastination in the rayon. Questions, which could be solved quickly, are 
invariably stretched out here for two-three months. 


The ispolkom of the rayon council practically doves not check on the work with the 
letters in its departments and services as well as that in the enterprises and 
establishments of the rayon. Two formal inspections, which did not throw light 
on the essence of the matter, were conducted last year. The ispolkom has not 
checked a single establishment during 1982 for this purpose. It is clear that 
many departmental bodies are completely copying the fallacious work methods of 
the executive committee under these conditions. Thus, in the municipal services 
department and in the first and second housing operations sections, letters are 
also not registered upon their arrival, and are frequently not examined. They 


either do not answer the authors of the letters and appeals or send answers for 
the sake of form only. In these and other establishments of the rayon, days have 
not been established for receiving citizens, their verbal requests are not 
written down anywhere, and -- this means -- they are not considered. 











But how does the ispolkom of the rayon council treat the decrees of higher bodies? 


Not a single decree of the Tajik SSR Supreme Soviet Presidium concerning work with 
citizen letters and complaints has been discussed here. 


A 27 May 1982 Tajik SSR Supreme Soviet Presidium decree, which was published in 
the republic's press, pointed out the necessity of conducting open letter days. 
It was emphasized in the decree that this is one of the important ways to streng- 
then the bonds of ispolkoms with the population and it helps to improve the 
work of their departments and service area enterprises. However, the ispolkom of 
the rayon council did not pay any special attention to this document. Here, 

open letter days are not planned and they are conducted rarely on a case by case 
basis. An inspection established that the ispolkom directors do not arrange for 
the reception of citizens at the places where they reside and in the rayon's 
enterprises and establishments. 


The results of the inspection became the subject of a serious discussion during a 
meeting of the Tajik SSR Supreme Soviet Presidium. Since A. Achilov, the chairman 
of the Zheleznodorozhnyy rayispolkom, whose report was heard, had nothing much to 
say about this, it was impossible for him to justify himself. The presidium 
unanimously condemned the work methods and style of the ispolkom which is headed by 
him, 


It was pointed that the proscrastination and callousness, which have become a 
chronic disease of the Zheleznodorozhnyy Rayon council's ispolkom, have led to 

the fact that considerably more repeat complaints and applications have arrived 
here during the past months of 1982 compared with the same period of last year. 
The presidium noted that A. Achilov's reference to the fact that he had been work- 
ing for only about two years as chairman of the ispolkom did not excuse him. A 
permanent staff had been formed long ago in the ispolkom. R. Radzivilyuk, for 
example, has been the permanent secretary here for 14 years already. 


The ispolkom leaders were asked the following questions: 


"Did someone inspect Bubnova's apartment which has been waiting four years for a 
roof repair?" 


"I do not know," A. Achilov confessed. 
"And whom has the ispolkom punished for this proscrastination and callousness?" 


An intelligent answer did not follow. The participants in the meeting concluded 
that they had encountered flagrant bureaucratism which could not go unpunished. 


In its decree, the Tajik SSR Supreme Soviet Presidium condemned in words the 
persons who were guilty of tolerating proscrastination and a formal and bureau- 
cratic attitude toward the review of workers’ letters and complaints. 


All this is correct, but where is the rebuke to bureaucrats? They again escaped 
punishment. The Tajik SSR Supreme Soviet Presidium did not find a highly principl- 
ed solution. The bureaucrats were pleased with the fact that they had not been 
called to account.

TAJIK OFFICIAL STRESSES INTERRELATIONSHIP OF RELIGIOUS, NATIONAL QUESTIONS

[Excerpts] This year at meetings of the supreme soviet presidium we have heard 
regular reports on how the local soviets are preparing for the USSR's jubilee. At 
this time, everywhere in the republic the activity of the masses--both political 
and labor activity--is growing. Life confirms again and again that under the 
conditions of the USSR the best opportunities have been created for the independent, 
creativity of the workers. The Zaynabadskiy kishlak soviet of working people's 
deputies in Leninskiy rayon is preparing for the jubilee in an outstanding manner. 
Here they hold dear the memory of the legendary Zaynabbibi--the first Tajik woman 
to be chairman of the revolutionary committee functioning on the territory of the 
soviet that now bears her name. In the life of the local population everything 
that the patriot and internationalist Zaynab fought for has been embodied. The 
representatives of 25 different nationalities work together as a friendly family; 
the children learn in 14 schools; beautiful multistorey homes have been built in 
the kishlaks and settlements. The “Leningrad” kolkhoz and other agricultural and 
industrial enterprises successfully completed their tasks for the first year of 
the five-year plan. 


[t is apropos to mention one circumstance in the work of the soviets. They are 
obliged in particular to observe the laws on religious cults. And this question 

is regularly considered at soviet meetings. It happens that cult followers operate 
illegally in the kishlaks, and under the cover of religion engage in speculation, 
"discover" so-called holy places, and trade in amulets. This activity is decisively 
stopped. At the same time the soviets are obliged to respect the rights afforded 
believers by the USSR Constitution and the Constitution of the Tajik SSR; and this 
they do. 


Our ideological adversaries frequently talk about the hard life of the Muslim in 

the USSR, which, so they say, even forces him to conceal his religious convictions 

and perform his rituals furtively. Anyone who wants to familiarize himself impartially 
with the Life of the Muslim in the USSR, and in particular in Tajikistan, will find 
here nothing even faintly resembling these fabrications. Listen to the testimony 
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from one guest in Central Asia: "We were convinced that the Muslims here enjoy 
freedom to perform their religious rituals, to worship, and to live the religious 
life, including prayer and marriage rites... In the USSR, Muslims, like other 
citizens, participate in all spheres of life, in the economy, culture, and 
educational sphere.” This was written by ‘Add-al-‘aziz al-Hayat, Jordanian 
minister of Islamic affairs, holy places and religious trusts. 


In our country a man's religious convictions do not affect his equality in any 
sphere of the life of society. The basic law of our state--the USSR Constitution-- 
guarantees the right to freedom of conscience. It also prohibits the stirring up 
of enmity on religious grounds. We will not be reconciled with cases in which the 
religious factor gives rise to phenomena that contradict our way of life--nationalistic 
attitudes, preventing girls from studying, infringements on women's rights on the 
basis of Muslim codes, or violation of the law on cults. It is our duty to help 
those who still entertain delusions about the development of the laws of nature 

and society and to educate the rising generation in a spirit of scientific world 
understanding, but administrative measures are impermissible here; only [the force 
of] conviction is applied. 


Experience in solving the religious question in the USSR, closely linked with 
resolution of the national question, is of great practical significance for those 
peoples in the East who are at the same level of development as Central Asia was 

at the time when the USSR was formed. Experience in the building of socialism in 
the USSR confirms the Leninist thesis that realization of the aspirations of the 
workers is possible only along the road of the building of socialism, which frees 
the peoples from spiritual oppression and opens up for them the road to all-around 
development. And their cohesion in the unified fraternal union whose jubilee we 

are celebrating, accelerates passage of this road many times over. The CPSU Central 
Committee decree "On the 60th Anniversasy of the Formation of the USSR" states: 

"We are rightly proud that in the single formation of the workers of all the nations 
of our country, the peoples of the former national regions, who were earlier doomed 
to eternal backwardness, have marched confidently into the socialist future, bypassing 
capitalism, and achieved the heights of social progress." This was the kind of 
national region that the land of the Tajiks was. Now it no longer exists. Instead 
there is a socialist republic, moving rapidly into the future.

POTI ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT EXPERIMENT DESCRIBED 
Tbilisi ZARYA VOSTOKA in Russian 4 Sep 82 p 2 


[Interview with Viktor Serafimovich Tikhov, chief of the Poti Territorial 
Intersectorial Association: "Reorganization" ] 


[Text] For a year now an experiment has been underway in Poti. And an experi- 
ment is a new undertaking. It was started here by the executive committee of 
the city soviet. And it was started for the purpose of reducing all the threads 
of the city’s economic management to a single group. The basic aim of the ex- 
periment was to ensure the most effective, optimum combination of territorial- 
regional and sectorial interests in solving planning and management questions. 


"It is essential to note generally," emphasized Comrade L. I. Brezhnev at the 
26th CPSU Congress, "that an improvement in the organizational management 
structures will not tolerate sluggishness. It is impossible to adapt a living, 
developing national economic management organism to stagnant, customary forms. 
On the contrary, the forms should be brought into accord with the changing eco- 
nomic tasks. Only in this way should the question be posed." 


Precisely this is how they are endeavoring to pose the question in Poti. For 
this reason, they started the experiment which in a talk with the ZARYA VOSTOKA 
correspondent was described by Viktor Serafimovich Tikhov, first deputy chair- 
man of the executive committee of the Poti City Soviet and chief of the Poti 
Territorial Intersectorial Association. 


[Question] Viktor Serafimovich, you are a native of Poti, with solid experience 
in economic leadership, and Poti now is a city with well developed industry. 

For this reason, let us start with how the experiment started, from its very 
first days, from the very idea of reorganizing leadership and planning in the 
city economy. 


[Answer] How did we start? We started from what is at first glance the sim- 
plest, that is, we began to seek out new opportunities for increasing produc- 
tion, for improving product quality, for expanding the commodity assortment for 
the people. Our city is working out a comprehensive plan for its socioeconomic 
development, but a particular feature here is that it is working it out on both 
a departmental, sectorial and territorial breakdown. Who will assume the imple- 
mentation of this plan? Of course, the gorispolkom. And from this follows the 
main thing that the city soviet is in fact becoming the master of the city, let 
me emphasize, a thrifty master. 
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We immediately planned a tangible transition from the principle practiced over 
the years where the gorispolkom limited itself, in essence, to merely recording 
the development dynamics of the municipal economy and understanding the dispro- 
portions in the sectorial and territorial development, we adopted and moved on 
to more active, purposeful actions. These actions are nothing more than the ac- 
active solving of many economic and social problems. We set the goal of coord- 
inating and correlating the interests of the various enterprises and organiza- 
tions in the city with the interests of the city as a whole and we set the task 
of organizing a maximally clear interdependence of these interests. 


[Question] Yes, in fact it is a seemingly simple, but logical idea. But it is 
not so simple to carry it out. The gorispolkom set to such a large-scale, 
truly economic matter... 


[Answer] Actually, it is the gorispolkom which should be concerned with the 
city economy and its development. But it is something else when we set a new 
task for ourselves and aimed at solving it in a new way. Just think, in the 
city are found enterprises and organizations from more than 30 ministries and 
departments, five of them of the Union level. So it turns out that each enter- 
prise and each organization runs, as they say, its own shop and reports to its 
own superior bodies and realizes “its own" interests. But what about the city? 
With its evergrowing expenditures on socioeconomic development and public amen- 
ities? With its growing needs both in the service sphere and in the sphere of 
providing consumer goods.... Amd how many more such spheres must be considered 
when one speaks about the city and about the region. And there is one boss, the 
gorispolkom, responsible for satisfying all the needs of the city. But can it 
do much for developing the city economy merely with its planning commission? 

Of course, in this instance it can do a great deal but there are even greater 
opportunities if there is a coordinating of the interests of the departments 
and the city. This we no longer doubt. 


Of course, overall leadership over the reorganization being carried out is pro- 
vided by the city party organization. But it is the gorispolkom that is pro- 
viding the practical solution to all the posed problems. Precisely the goris- 
polkom has assumed the function of managing the city economy. 


We are all very aware of what large-scale tasks have been posed for us by the 
Decree of the CPSU Central Committee and USSR Council of Ministers "On Further 


Raising the Role of the Soviets in Economic Construction." The local soviets 
have been given new rights and correspondingly new duties have arisen for them 
as well. In other words, the competence of the local soviets has been signifi- 


cantly expanded and we have aiready spoken about the broadening of their func- 
tions in the management area. Certainly the soviets on the spot should form 
the annual and five-year plans which ensure dynamic, comprehensive development 
of the city and region. They should also monitor the course of carrying out 
these plans. Now it is already obligatory that the enterprises coordinate the 
plans with the soviets, that is, the plans related to land utilization, natural 
conservation, the construction and rational location of projects and the produc- 
tion of consumer goods. There is an even more important aspect: the local 
soviet should now pool the funds of the enterprises and organizations for buiid 
ing and expanding various city projects. 
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Im actuality there are many functions and many duties. In our experiment, we 
have also assumed che effective solving of problems related to the “interlock- 
ing" of the interests of all the city labor collectives, that is, coordinating 
the interests of the entire city as a whole. 


[Question] Viktor Serafimovich, now that we know the essence or the main focus 
of the Poti experiment, we should talk about the ways of realizing the planned 
and the methods of work. The factors determining these methods obviously should 
be designated concretely. 


[Answer] Undoubtedly. Let us start with what was set up under the gorispolkon, 
the Poti Territorial Intersectorial Association. At present, the major task in 
the practical activities of the associaton is to compile a summary plan which 
undoubtedly will have a comprehensive nature. This is caused, first of all, by 
the very aim of the experiment as well as by the fact that the composition of 
the associa*ion includes enterprises and organizations from different depart- 
ments and different national economic sectors, that is, industry, transporta- 
tion, consumer services for the public and trade.... The centralized economic 
incentive funds have become an important economic lever in the activities of 
the association and these are formed from centralizing a portion of the analo- 
gous enterprise funds and a portion of the free above-plan profit balance of 
the enterprises. 


Much will become clear if it is realized that the following funds have been or- 
ganized in the association: material incentives, production development and 
socio-cultural measures and housing construction. Such centralization of the 
funds will make it possible to carry out broader scale, more effective measures 
to increase the production potential of the enterprises, improve housing condi- 
tions of the city workers and develop the service spheres. These funds will 
serve as a major support in improving the incentive system for the labor collec- 
tives and individual workers in the city economy. In particular, we intend to 
employ money from the material incentive fund to encourage work in the area of 
the rational utilization of material resources, to expand production of consumer 
goods from local raw materials and to carry out the city's food program. f 


Now let us take a concrete fact characterizing the functions of the new associa- 
tion. The development of a new product and expanding the production of con- 
sumer goods depend largely upon how the enterprise itself prepares for this. 
Often we are unable to begin to produce a new product due to the insufficient 
preparation of tool production. Let us take this a little farther. At present, 
the "bottleneck" for many enterprises in the city is developing the production 
of new fittings. So we decided to organize an intersectorial shop for produc- 
ing these fittings, a machine shop. Having started to work in this area, we 
have made the idea of cooperation with the ministries the basis of the matter. 


A promising area for combining sectorial and territorial ties is the so-called 
regional cooperation. Let us explain this again by au example. Many enter- 
prises in the city have unique highly-productive equipment, however its effi- 
cient use is still low. But what if this equipment were used in the interests 
of other enterprises, in the interests of the entire city as a whole? Here we 
would have better utilization of the equipment, increased production efficiency, 
and, correspondingly, the obtaining of additional profit. 
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[Question] The econcmic indicators for the operation of the city enterprises 
to a significant degree are determined by the planning level, by the leadership 
level and at the same time by the interest of the people in achieving an overall 
high end result of the labor. What tasks are being carried out on this level 
by the association set up under the gorispolkom? 


[Answer] Let us say frankly that we feel it is advisable to employ the profit 
indicator as the generalizing one. Of course, this in no way means that the 
other indicators will not be involved. Here we would also point out that, be- 
ginning with the fourth quarter of last year, we introduced a procedure whereby 
10 percent of the planned and 50 percent of the above-planned free profit bal- 
ance received by the enterprises and other republic and Union-republic levels 
would be turned over to the city budget. The city budget is also to receive a 
portion of the additional profit obtained from the sale of the new products and 
products with the state Quality Mark totaling 10 percent of the total incentive 
surcharges to be paid to the state budget and 50 percent of the total fee col- 
lected for water and used by the enterprises from the city water systems. As a 
total over the year, the deductions, according to preliminary data, will be up 
to 450,000 rubles. 


Here it is particularly important to point out the following. Strictly specific 
use has been planned for the additional receipts for the local budget. These 
are two areas: the first and probably the basic one in the initial stage of the 
experiment, is a significant strengthening of the production potential for the 
city enterprises by creating new production, reconstruction and technical re- 
equipping of existing enterprises, in aiming at a sharp increase in consumer 
goods. During the present year, at least 300,000 rubles are to be used for 
these purposes. The major investments will be for building a hothouse and a 
plant for processing waste tea. 


The second area for using the additional receipts for the local budget is land- 
scaping and public amenities for the city territory and the improvement of con- 
sumer services for the population. During the current year up to 150,000 rubles 
will be spent for these purposes. As the city industrial enterprises develop 
and new production capacity directly under the association is put into opera- 
tion, there will be a corresponding increase in the receipts by the local budget 
and, correspondingly, allocations will be broadened for landscaping and public 
amenities and fer improving consumer services for the public. 


Since February of the current year, we have organized an interrayon transport- 
expedition service for serving the public. Expenditures on creating this sub- 
division were quite substantial, however, even now it has made it possible to 
significantly improve transport services for the public, and in addition, each 
month the public's cash is put into circulation. 


[Question] Viktor Serafimovich, the reorganization, as we are certain, is in 
full swing. But problems certainly arise as do difficult tasks. 

{Answer] That is certainly true. But we realize that the new question require. 
a new approach. The Decree of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council 


of Ministers "On Improving Planning and Strengthening the Effect of the Economic 
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Mechanism on Raising Efficiency and Work Quality" also focuses us on precisely 
such an approach. Of course there are problems. But the main thing is that 
the gorispolkom is ready to solve them and most importantly we are being sup- 
ported and helped. For example, within the associaton a material-technical 
supply department has been organized. The republic Gossnab has supported us. 
We are already building a yard and we are working out measures to convert 
material-technical supply to a territorial principle. This will make it pos- 
sible to utilize the material resources more rationally and effectively and 
with a greater return. 


One other example. The Georgian State Committee for Science and Technology, 
the Georgian Affiliate of the All-Union Scientific Research Institute for the 
Problems of Organization and Management together with the Poti party gorkom and 
the soviet gorispolkom have drawn up a proposal to develop an automated manage- 
ment system for the city economy. At present, a joint decree has been proposed 
by the bureau of the Poti party gorkom, the State Committee for Science and 
Technology, the republic TsSU [Central Statistical Administration] and the Poti 
gorispolkom on working out the plans for the city automated management system. 


At present, I would like to turn to some figures. The growth rate for the pro- 
duction volume according to the llth Five-Year Plan should have been 109 per- 
cent. Considering the measures worked out and the reserves, this rate should 
be at least 133 percent. Over the 7 months of this year, in actuality the 
growth rate reached 115.8 percent. We surpassed the quotas for increasing the 
production of consumer goods by more than 6 percent. 


In a word, we have great plans and the gorispolkom has outlined broad prospects. 
In one conversation it is impossible to tell about all that has been done, let 
alone about all the plans. However, the main thing we feel is that the goris- 
polkom is purposefully approaching a solution to the major task, that is, in 
solving the questions of planning and management, to ensure the most effective, 
optimum combination of the territorial-regional and sectorial interests. Such 
is the aim to which we are moving and the attaining of it will help each city 
enterprise and each labor collective to reach new heights of growth and to 
achieve a further acceleration of our city's socioeconomic development and im- 
prove the prosperity of each inhabitant.

ROLE OF GEORGIAN PROCURACY IN FOOD PROGRAM 
Tbilisi ZARYA VOSTOKA in Russian 31 Aug 82 p 2

[Text] Proceeding from the importance of the tasks outlined 

by the November (1981) and May (1982) Plenums of the CPSU 
Central Committee, the Georgian Procuracy considers one of 

the basic areas of its activities to be increased effectiveness 
of procuracy supervision over the observance of state disci- 
pline and eliminating violations of socialist legality in the 
sphere of social relations. 


A most important area in national economic development today is the carrying 
out of the Food Program worked out by the party, the observance of the strict- 
est economy and thriftiness and the greatest possible increase in the output 
and the improvement in the quality of consumer goods. These difficult tasks 
require precise interaction of the entire economic mechanism and management 
bodies and the establishing of proper state control here. 


The organs of the republic procuracy have carried out a good deal of work in 
this area. Im recent years, the quality of the inspections carried out by them 
has improved and the procurators have begun to respond more acutely and firmly 
to instances of violating legality. Last year alone, more than 500 statements 
and reports to the various party, soviet and economic bodies were submitted on 
instances of violating state discipline, distorting state reporting, producing 
inferior quality products and the nonobservance of contractual discipline. 

From the materials of the checks, over 400 officials were disciplined or had 
material liability and criminal cases were instituted. More and more often 
procuracy measures began to be applied together with indoctrinational and other 
measures instituted by the party, soviet and economic bodies in the aims of 
further strengthening socialist legality. 


However, an analysis of the general supervisory, investigatory and court prac- 
tices indicates that, regardless of the measures undertaken, the losses from 
waste, embezzlement, shortages and damage to materials are still unacceptably 
high both in industry and in agriculture. 
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In a whole number of ministries and departments, there is a low level of strug- 
gle for reliable state reporting. Numerous instances of padding have been 
found in the systems of the Ministry of Agriculture, Ministry of Rural Construc- 
tion, Tsekavshiri [organization unknown], the Ministry of Motor Transport, the 
Ministry of Local Industry, the Ministry of Light Industry and at a number of 
the Union-level enterprises. These have become a true production plague also 
at the republic Ministry of Construction. According to the data of the Geor- 
gian Republic Office of the USSR Stroybank, in 1981 alone, here padding total- 
ing over 900,000 rubles was detected. 


The violations of state discipline and, in particular, the padding and other 
reporting distortions are largely aided by the lack of the necessary strictness 
by the ministry and department leaders and the other management bodies. Many 
examples of this could be given. 


At the Kutaisi Gelati Production Association under the Georgian Ministry of 
Light Industry, the total amount of padding and other distortions in state re- 
porting over the period of 1980-1981 and the first quarter of the current year 
was over 3 million rubles. Here there was padding in virtually every report 
period. Bonuses were paid to engineers and technicians for the "successful" 
carrying out of plan quotas. Over the 2 years, the association repeatedly was 
inspected by departmental control and the local statistical and financial 
bodies, however violations were not promptly detected. 


The struggle against the production of inferior quality products is also at the 
center of attention of the procuracy bodies. In this area the republic has 
done a great deal after the adoption of the Decree of the CPSU Central Committee 
and the USSR Council of Ministers "On Improving Planning and Strengthening the 
Effec: of the Economic Mechanism on Raising Production Efficiency and Work 
Quality." The republic enterprises have achieved definite successes in observ- 
ing production discipline and improving the quality of the produced articles. 

At the same time it must be pointed out that losses due to bad workmanship are 
still unacceptably high and each year amount to around 5 million rubles. This 
shows that the measures being undertaken by the procuracy bodies as well as by 
the monitoring bodies, the ministries and departments to improve product quali- 
ty still remain ineffective and do not produce the desired results. Inferior 
quality products are chronically produced by the enterprises of the ministries 
of the light, local and food industries, the republic Chay-Gruziya [Georgia Tea] 
Association and by certain Union-level enterprises. Recently there have been 
more numerous instances of the output of inferior quality products in the sys- 
tem of the republic Ministry of Procurements. 


Success in the struggle against the output of inferior quality products is 
largely determined by the correct application of economic measures, however 
their effectiveness is low. Often no penalties are applied against the enter- 
prises producing inferior quality raw materials or products and the parties 
merely agree to replace the inferior products, following the illegal practice 

of a “reciprocal amnesty." But even if penalties are imposed at the enterprises 
producing inferior products, the persons directly to blame, as a rule, remain 
untouched. Such completely unjustified leniency against the violators of legal- 
ity is a serious obstacle in the effective struggle against the output of in- 
ferior quality products. 
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In recognizing the importance and necessity of the ubiquitous and unswerving 
observance of contractual discipline, the procuracy bodies have intensified 
work in this area. Over the last 2 years, around 4-score checks have been 
carried out on the state of fulfilling the laws governing product deliveries. 
In the aim of eliminating the detected violations, reports h2ve beer submitted 
to the appropriate ministries, and twice reports were sent to the Georgian 
Council of Ministers and from these materials a special governmental decision 
was handed down. All of this work together contributed to the fact that in 
1981, in comparison with previous years, the instances of incomplete product 
deliveries declined by more than 2,000 units while the penalties sought from 
the enterprises dropped by 8 million rubles. Nevertheless, far from all the 
republic ministries and departments are adopting the necessary measures to en- 
sure the fulfillment of contractual obligations. Frequently product deliveries 
to certain partners are overfulfilled at the expense of underdeliveries to 
others. Without orders and above the allocated funds, products at times are 
diverted to needs which in no way can be considered as primary. Often such 
deliveries involve a manifestation of localism and narrow departmental inter- 
ests, and in individual instances direct abuses have been detected behind them. 
Eyewash, mismanagement and waste also contribute to high product losses. 


Thus, due to incorrect storage procedures, at the Sukhumi Cold Storage Plant of 
the Georgian Ministry of Trade, more than 30,000 kg of cheese, 390,000 cans of 
condensed milk and other products with a total value of 345,000 rubles were 
allowed to spoil. 


Even more significant is the loss of livestock on the republic kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes. These are particularly high in Akhmetskiy, Bogdanovskiy, Marneulskiy, 
Kvarelskiy, Kazbegskiy, Dushetskiy and Tsiteltskaroyskiy rayons. Along with the 
objective factors related to the difficult weather conditions, in a majority of 
instances these have been the direct result of mismanagement. For example, as 

a consequence of bad fattening and poor tending in Gardabanskiy, Borzhomskiy, 
Dushetskiy, Mtskhetskiy, Khashurskiy and certain other rayons in December of 

last year and January of this year, several thousand piglets were lost. Hund- 
reds of head of cattle were lost on the kolkhozes and sovkhozes of Gegechkorskiy 
Rayon for the same reasons. 


Many agricultural enterprises, kolkhozes and sovkhozes are not carrying out the 
demands of the Decree of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council of 
Ministers of 22 April 1982 "On Additional Measures to Ensure Harvesting, the 
Procurement of Agricultural Products in 1982 and the Successful Wintering of 
Livestock in the 1982-1983 Period."' There have been large losses of agricul- 
tural products, feed and mineral fertilizers basically as a result of their em- 
bezzlement. 


Thus, in April of the current year, criminal proceedings were instituted against 
the chief of the dairy complex at the Gagra Dairy-Vegetable Sovkhoz V. Komarnit- 
skiv, the farm engineer V. Gusev and the tractor drivers V. Voloshin and V. 
Kechayev who embezzled 50,000 tons of organic fertilizers. More than 11 tons 

of combined feed were embezzled by the head of the feed warehouse at the Gagra 
Commercial Poultry Farm D. Ketiya and with the complicity of individual brigade 
leaders wrote this off as supposediy consumed to feed the poultry. Instances 

of the improper storage of wheat wing seed were detected at the grain storage 











facilities in Akhalkalakskiy, Khashurskiy and Lanchkhutskiy rayons as well as 
in a number of the republic kolkhozes and sovkhozes. Certainly, high quality 
planting stock is the basis of a good harvest. 


Serious attention must be given to ensuring the safekeeping of freight, includ- 
ing food, in transporting by rail. Cases of receiving short deliveries of 
grain and other agricultural products by recipients and destination stations 
are, unfortunately, not rare, just as cases of rail delivery of broken down 

and cannibalized agricultural and other equipment are not rare. Over the first 
6 months, unprotected shipments on the Transcaucasian Railroad for imported 
grain alone were permitted in 20 instances and the losses were 49,000 rubles. 


One cannct help but be particularly alarmed by the fact that certain negligent 
economic leaders frequently write off the unproductive expenditures against sup- 
posed inevitable production outlays, thereby trying to shift their own guilt 

to the shoulders of society. At the same time, as was pointed out Comrade L. lI. 
Brezhnev in his speech at the jubilee ceremony in Tbilisi in 1981, losses do 

not occur spontaneously but rather they have specific guilty parties who must 

be severely dealt with. 


Even in 1980, the Georgian Procuracy informed the republic government of cases 
of flagrant violation of the laws concerning socialized livestock raising. At 
that time an appropriate decision was adopted by the Georgian Council of Minis- 
ters. A check recently conducted by the procuracy bodies on the fulfillment 

of this decision has shown that regardless of the significant losses caused by 
the death of the livestock where the reason is mismanagement, many farm leaders 
are not taking proper measures to recover the loss from the guilty parties. 
Suffice it to say that out of the total material loss from the death of live- 
stock and poultry, during the current year only around 0.9 percent was recov- 
ered from the guilty parties. 


The leaders of industrial, construction, transportation and trade enterprises 
and organizations also permit a similar liberalism against guilty officials. 
They do not wish to understand that the inevitability of material liability for 
the losses caused to the state is one of the major principles in preventing 
violations of the law committed in the economic sphere. In this regard, the 
important question arises of increasing the level of work done by the procuracy 
bodies to seek recovery of the material loss caused to the state from the guil- 
ty parties. In the first 6 months, in the interests of the enterprises and 
organizations, the prosecutors initiated over 2,000 suits. However, this alone 
cannot solve the problem. It must not be forgotten that the initiating of a 
suit in the ‘nterests of production is primarily a duty of the enterprise and 
organization leaders. 


[t is essential to seek a successful solution to the problem of increasing the 
activity and initiative of the economic management bodies in recovering the 
material losses caused to the state. Precisely they should become the leading 
force in the question of a real recovery of the state losses caused by a negli- 
gent attitude toward labor, by mismanagement and waste. It is not merely a 
question of disclosing and recording one or another violation. The correct or- 
ganization of control and supervision consists in having the measures adopted 
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be prompt and effective and actually help to prevent and eliminate shortcom- 
ings. 


A serious impediment in carrying out the Food Program undoubtedly is the pres- 
ence of instances of speculation in agricultural products. At present a sig- 
nificant amount of agricultural product produced on the private farms of rural 
inhabitants falls into the hands of speculators who by the strength of the 
ruble compete with the systematized state purchasing prices thereby increasing 
them on the kolkhoz markets. The measures undertaken in the struggle against 
the speculators in agricultural products are clearly insufficient and require a 
fundamental strengthening. 


The need for a comprehensive approach to solving the problems of strengthening 
state discipline requires coordinated joint efforts by the procuracy bodies, 

the other legal defense and supervisory bodies, ministries, departments and 
other economic management bodies as well as closer professional contacts between 
them. Considering this, the republic procuracy has noticeably strengthened con- 
tacts with the people's control bodies, the TsSU [State Statistical Administra- 
tion], Gosarbitrazh [State Arbitration Administration], the Gosbank, Stroybank, 
Gosstandart [State Standards Committee] and other supervisory bodies. Recently 
the methods of joint inspections have been more and more improved. Comprehen- 
sive inspections involving appropriate specialists provide higher results and 
make it possible to promptly detect violations and take measures to eliminate 
them and prevent them in the future. 


Responding to alerts on the violating of legality, the procuracy in Tbilisi, 

as a general supervision, with the involvement of specialists conducted a check 
on the fulfillment of legislation concerning the observance of state discipline 
at a number of repair-construction and installation organizations. Instances 
of carrying out sham operations involving industrial felting totaling over 
800,000 rubles were discovered in the construction-installation administration 
of the Gruzglavzerno [Georgian Main Grain] Trust, in the material-technical 
supply office of the Georgian Ministry of Procurements and in other organiza- 
tions. A criminal case was initiated from the materials of the inspection and 
an investigation is underway. 


In taking up the question of the interaction between the law-protecting and 
supervising bodies, we feel it essential to take up such a major, in our opin- 
ion, aspect as the need to systematize and strictly coordinate the checks on 
the financial and economic activities of the various enterprises, institutions 


and organizations. Up to now many of them have been subjected to numerous un- 


systematic checks and audits by all sorts of monitoring and social organizations. 
There have been instances when over a short period of time, the same enterprises 
have been repeatedly checked for the same questions. Because of this a large 
number of workers are diverted from their job, a significant amount of working 
time and money is wasted while the return from these inspections is often very 
insignificant. For example, during the current 6 months alone, the Tbilisi 
Gantiadi Furniture Production Association has been inspected more than 40 times 
by various monitoring bodies!... 


fhe Georgian Procuracy has set out firmly to decisively eliminate shortcomings 
in the struggle against violations of socialist legality, to strengthen state 
discipline and to ensure the comol te satekeeping of all that has been created 
by the labor of the people.

[Text] "“Abashkiy opyt upravleniya: rezul'taty, perspektivy" is the name of the 
book published by the Sabchota Sakartvelo Izdatel'stvo and written by G. 
Mgeladze, Georgian minister of agriculture, R. Andguladze, the deputy director 
for scientific affairs at the Scientific Research Institute for the Economic, 
and Organization of Agriculture, by 0. Keshelashvili, department chief of this 
institute and N. Shoniya, institute sector head. 


The book generalizes an interesting experiment in improving agricultural man- 
agement on the rayon level. This has been carried out as an experiment in 
Abashskiy Rayon. The stages of forming the rayon agricultural production asso- 
ciation and the basic results of its activities for all basic aspects of eco- 
nomics are described. 


Abashskiy Rayon was a pioneer in creating a rayon agricultural production asso- 
ciation capable of independently carrying out the tasks of focusing the efforts 
of the agricultural, processing, transport, construction and other enterprises 
and organizations on a rayon scale for achieving a high end result, that is, 
increasing the production volume and improving the quality of agricultural 
products. 





At present, this experiment has been introduced into all the agricultural rayons 
of the republic. 


The book analyzes in detail the work experience of the party organization in 
Abashskiy Rayon to improve the management of the agroindustrial complex, the 
stages and first results of its activities, the development prospects for agri- 
cultural production as well as other timely questions. 


The book will be of great assistance to the party and soviet workers as well as 
to specialists in applying the Abasha experiment in practice.
